tration has asked Congress to outlaw liter- 
acy tests as a qualification for voting 
throughout the nation instead of just in 
seven deep South states Liberals and 
moderates rxpressed sharp opposition, 
contending that the proposal, the first ma- 
jor civil rights legislation offered by the 
administration actually will weaken exist- 
ing laws

National Convention, will not be tried in a 
state court, according to State's Atty. Ed- 
ward Hanrahan.

m state courts is barred by Illinois' double 
jeopardy statute." he said

down to serious negotiations

Students Want 
Some Windows 


They don't like classrooms that don't 


have windows. 


That was the one nearly unanimous con- 


clusion reached by High School Dist. 214 
students who yesterday reviewed the plans 
for the new Rolling Meadows high school. 


The 36 students, many of them from 


Rolling Meadows, flatly turned 
thumbs 


down on artificially-lit classrooms and cor- 
ridors. 
"Architect Alden Orput winced. Com- 
pactness, interior classrooms 
and tight 


limits on use of glass are key elements of 
most economically-designed, 
air condi- 


tioned schools. 


Helpfully, the students suggested substi- 


tutes — sky-lights in any room on an up- 
per floor or classrooms whose glass walls 
face on to corridors 


"Won't you be distracted if you can see 


other students walking by? Your teachers 
think so," Orput asked. 


"It's easier to get bored in a windowless 


classroom than be distracted in one with 
glass," the students replied. 


Now attending summer school at air- 


conditioned Hersey High School, the group 
had ample opportunity the past two 
weeks to see what it's like in a high school 
with little outside exposure. 


"The halls at Hersey are too dark. 


There's nothing to see but walls and 
doors," one student stated 


"It's depressing being an hour in a 


classroom with no windows," another said. 


One student noted tartly, "Sometimes 


the teacher takes the liberty of closing the 
curtain on what little window there is." 


Orput 
found 
the students generally 


agreeing with much of the other plans for 
the school. 


One student nodded approvingly when 


Orput said the new band room in the new 
Rolling Meadows high school will have its 
own outside door. 


In the school he attends now, the student 


said teachers get annoyed when the band- 
smen use regualr school corridors on their 
way outdoors for marching. 


When Orput explained that plans now 


call for two cafeterias, one enclosed and 
one that will also serve as the student 
commons, a student predicted that the 


commons area will always be packed. 
"That's where the students will want to 
be," he said. 


The students called for outdoor areas to 


read and lounge and praised the courtyard 
arrangements at Elk Grove, Forest View 
and Wheeling High Schools. 


They said they wanted small study 


rooms adjacent to classrooms rather than 
being sent to a library. Libraries, they 
said, should be arranged so a student 
could spread out his work.

Splash! Click! Hobby Born In A Pool

When Bud Stitzburg took up skin diving 


in 1956, he never intended to limit his hori- 
zons to the blue walls of the Oak Park 
YMCA pool, where he took instruction in 
the use of his newly-purchased scuba gear. 


Gradually and logically, he took on 


greater and greater challenges, moving 
from trips to Lake Michigan to extended 
diving in Florida and the Bahamas. By 
1961 he was teaming up with Spanish di- 
vers around Majorca and last year finally 
made one of the ultimate pilgrimages of 
the SCUBA fan — a month long trip to 
Tahiti and its sister in the Society Island 
Group. 


STITZBURG, 41 OF Arlington Heights, 


is not content to make the dive and forget 
it, so he's invested heavily in motion pic- 
ture and still photography equipment. Cur- 
rently he uses a 35 mm Nikonos for the 
still work and a 16mm Canon Scoopic with 
special watertight housing for the films 
which he edits and shows commercially. 


Some of the things he finds in the course 


of his dives be may only photograph For- 
eign governments are leery of divers tak- 
ing anything found in territorial waters, 
and Stitzburg's 1961 trip to Majorca was a 
case in point. 


"I found some Roman pottery there and 


I wound up 'donating' it to the University 
of Barcelona," says Stitzburg "They put 
the date at about 50 B.C." 


When divers go out, the police get the 


word and are waiting on the docks when 
the boat returns, prepared to search every 
nook and cranny of gear. 


WHEN STITZBURG went to Tahiti he 


teamed up with French divers, who had 
served with the reigning expert of the sub- 
surface world, Jean-Jacques Cousteau, 
and shot 3,000 feet of movie film. 


But first he had to prove to the French- 


men — Francois Tiger and Jean Francois 
— that he could keep up with a pair of 
master divers. 


They made me swim a half a mile on 


the surface in full gear with my tank on 
my back," says Stitzburg, "and that tank 
weighs 33 pounds out of the water. If 
you're out of shape, you don't make it." 


After free dives and various underwater 


tests, the French team was satisfied and 
took Stitzburg for long expeditions into the 
underwater canyons, caves and reefs 
formed by the creative Pacific coral. 


THEY DOVE in the mornings when the 


light was strong enough to reach the 
depths they haunted. "The water was so 
clear I could look up and see the bottom of 
the boat 150 feet up," Stitzburg recalls.

Stitzburg turned a Tahitian feast into an 


opportunity to record the singing and mu- 
sic of the islands which he uses as back- 
ground for his films. 


ALTHOUGH HE found plenty of shells 


himself, Stitzburg wound up buying them 
commercially in Tahiti. The store-bought 
items had two advantages: They were al- 
ready polished, and the animals that in- 
habit them were long gone. Stitzburg 
made the mistake of bringing a sea fan 
back from Florida once and the stench it 
left in his car never faded. 


Manager of New Emerald Cleaners in 


Arlington Heights, he sometimes thinks of 
taking up the plunge into full-time profes- 
sional underwater work. "But," he sighs, 
"You've got to eat. And I really don't 
know what the longevity of a diver is. One 
busted eardrum and you're through." 


But, until he succumbs to the lure of the 


Bahamas, Where he's been, or Australia's 
Great Barrier Reef, where he'd like to go, 
Stitzburg keeps active part-time in the 
Great Lakes. 


HIS SKINDIVING group are avid wreck 


hunters, and they have been diving 
recently in the Straits of Mackinac where 
they found the "Monrovia," e steel boat 
that sank in 1959. 


"These ships are just fascinating," says 


Stitzburg. They are sunken cities and you

can find some really interesting souve- 
nirs." 


He and his friends have hauled up ev- 


erything from food trays to motorcycles. 
Some of the things they find they can sell 
for a good price. Binnacles, compasses 
and porthole covers are popular items. 


And Stitzburg is recording it all with his 


cameras and hopes to produca a new 
series of films about freshwater SCUBA 
diving. 


His enthusiasm for his 13-year-old hobby 


doesn't seem to have waned in the least. 
"You start with a tank and you add more 
and more gear, photography equipment 
and it gets more and more interesting," 
says Stitsburg.

Neuhauser made the announcement in 


conjunction with his obtaining petitions for 
his candidacy from the Dist 59 offices yes- 
terday The candidate was the third high- 
est vote getter in last April's school board 
election, losing out to George Blanchard 
by 26 votes 


In the April election, two seats were 


open. The board subsequently voted to 
hold a special election in Dist 59 when 


Blanchard announced he would resign 
from the board because of a job transfer. 


Neuhauser said his campaign for the 


elected office this tune will follow much 
the same lines of his previous campaign. 


"Basically, I am running on a policy of 


increased fiscal responsibility," he said. 
"This is a different situation in this elec- 
tion There is a new board in the district 
so the issues of the campaign might not be 
the same as last April. I am still running 
on my background in accounting and 
whatever additional fiscal insight I can 


bring to the board, however " 


Neuhauser, who is a special agent for 


the intelligence department of the Internal 
Revenue Service, said he is still concerned 
over excess administration expenses in 
Dist 59. 


The campaign for the district's board 


seat will probably not be the long, in- 
volved series of forums which character- 
ized last April's election. There is not that 
much time left before the July 26 ballot- 
ing.

Closed Meeting Authorized

Arlington Heights Park Districk Atty. 


Charles Bobinette told the Herald yester- 
day that he advised park board members 
they would not have to notify the press 
public about a meeting they held June 17. 


Two board members, Charles Cromn 


and Roy Bressler, met last week to dis- 
cuss the hiring of a new treasurer for the 
district and to discuss an approach to set- 
ting up a new bookkeeping system for 
park business The district's auditor, Don- 
ald Bark, was also present at the meeting 


Bobinette said the board had called him 


to ask if the press should DP notified of the 
meeting He said that since they were dis- 
cussing the hiring of a treasurer, the ses- 
sion could be closed to the public and 
press 


THE DISCUSSION of hiring personnel 


may be carried on during closed sessions 
according to the Illinois Open Meetings 
Law passed in 1967. The press and the 


public may be excluded from such dis- 
cussions However, the discussion of a new 
bookkeeping system is not listed under the 
exemptions 


No action was taken during the session 


and the park board officially hired a treas- 
urer during their regular meeting Monday 
night The resignation of the board's for- 
mer treasurer, Jay Eberle, takes effect to- 
day 


During the Monday meeting, the board 


also hired Bark, a Certified Public Ac- 
countant, to study the district's book- 
keeping system and make recommenda- 
tions for changes. 


The park board meeting was the second 


apparent violation of the open meeting law 
reported by the Herald this week. 


MONDAY NIGHT the village's zoning 


board of appeals retired to a closed ses- 
sion to discuss and informally vote on a 
proposed parking lot near downtown 


After hearing more than an hour of de- 


bate, Chairman Frederick Marks sug- 


gested a short recess in which the board 
could discuss the parking lot issue Marks 
invited the press to attend, but instructed 
them that everything 
was "off the 


record." The public was not invited. 


The Illinois Open Meetings Law states 


that all governmental bodies must meet in 
public. None of the exemptions to this law 
appear to have any relevance to Monday 
night's meeting. 


1HE LAW SAYS the "public commis- 


sions, committees, boards and councils 
and the other public agencies in this state 
exist to aid in the conduct of the people's 
business It is the intent of this act that 
their actions be taken openly and that 
their deliberations be conducted openly." 


After about 10 minutes ot discussion, the 


members returned to the council room and 
voted the same way which they had voted 
during the closed session. The board rec- 
ommended that the village board approve 
the request by a 4-2 vote

Gill, who was then the only adminis-

Gill said "Not only here, but in many dis- 
tricts, new and better ways have been 
found to teach math and science Foreign 
languages are now taught to junior high 
students, and they can also play in a ju- 
nior high orchestra Schools are becoming 
more concerned about the handicapped 
too" 


GILL HAS DONE A great deal to pro- 


mote better methods of teaching m the 
Northwest suburbs A partial list of his 
educational activities m this area in- 
cludes Chairman of the board of directors 
of Elk Grove Training and Development 
Center, 1966-69; chairman of the board of 
directors of the Northwest Suburban Spe- 
c i a l Education Organization, 1962-64;

noyed about it. 


Until last night, college officials were 


still worried that optimistic reports on 
progress 
of construction at the new 


campus at Algonquin and Roselle roads, 
Palatine, wouldn't hold up as time oaine 
closer for completion of the work. 


But architect Frank Larocca told the 


board last night that construction schedule 
announced a month ago will hold up. Some 
office buildings will be ready for use as 
early as July 15 and sections of the stu- 
dent center needed for August registra- 
tions will be available for use at that time.

"They put 
the date at about 50 B.C." 


When divers go out, the police get the 


word and are waiting on the docks when 
the boat returns, prepared to search every 
nook and cranny of gear. 


WHKN STITZBt'RG went to Tahiti he 


teamed up with French divers, who had 
served with the reigning expert of the sub- 
surface 
world, Jean-Jacques Cousteau, 


and shot 3,000 feet of movie film. 


But first he had to prove to the French- 


men — Francois Tiger and Jean Francois 
— that he could keep up with a pair of 
master divers. 


They made me swim a half a mile on 


the surface in full gear with my tank on 
my back." says Stitzburg, "and that tank 
weighs 33 pounds out of the water. If 
you're out of shape, you don't make it." 


After free dives and various underwater 


tests, the French team was satisfied and 
took Stitzburg for long expeditions into the 
underwater canyons, caves and reefs 
formed by the creative Pacific coral. 


THEY DOVE in the mornings when the 


light was strong enough to reach the 
depths they haunted. "The water was so 
clear I could look up and see the bottom of 
the boat 150 feet up," Stitzburg recalls. 


Shells were found, fish and sharks were 


speared while Stitzburg ground away with 
his cameras. The afternoons he spent on 
land touring and meeting the people. 


"The Polynesians are the friendliest 


people in the world. I was sitting in the 
park in Papeete one day and this perfect 
stranger offered to buy me an ice cream. I 
didn't say no and in two minutes he was a 
good friend." 


Stitzburg turned a Tahitian feast into an 


opportunity to record the singing and mu- 
sic of the islands which he uses as back- 
ground for his films. 


ALTHOUGH HE found plenty of shells 


himself, Stitzburg wound up buying them 
commercially in Tahiti. The store-bought 
items had two advantages: They were al- 
ready polished, and the animals that in- 
habit them were long gone. Stitzburg 
made the mistake of bringing a sea fan 
back from Florida once and the stench it 
left in his car never faded. 


Manager of New Emerald Cleaners in 


Arlington Heights, he sometimes thinks of 
taking up the plunge into full-time profes- 
sional underwater work. "But," he sighs, 
"You've got to eat. And I really don't 
know what the longevity of a diver is. One 
busted eardrum and you're through." 


But, until he succumbs to the lure of the 


Bahamas, Where he's been, or Australia's 
Great Barrier Reef, where he'd like to go, 
Stitzburg keeps active part-time in the 
Great Lakes. 


HIS SKINDIVING group are avid wreck 


hunters, 
and they have been diving 


recently in the Straits of Mackinac where 
they found the "Monrovia," a steel boat 
that sank in 1959. 


"These ships are just fascinating," says 


Stitzburg. They are sunken cities and you 
can find some really interesting souve- 
nirs." 


He and his friends have hauled up ev- 


erything from food trays to motorcycles. 
Some of the things they find they can sell 
for a good price. Binnacles, compasses 
and porthole covers are popular items. 


And Stitzburg is recording it all with his 


cameras and hopes to produce a new 
series of films about freshwater SCUBA 
diving. 


His enthusiasm for his 13-year-old hobby 


doesn't seem to have waned in the least. 
"You start with a tank and you add more 
and more gear, photography equipment 
and it gets more and more interesting," 
says Stitsburg.

versary trip with a reunion dinner June 3 
in New York City. Then about 250 persons 
left for a 16-day trip to Europe. They flew 
to Paris and then took a train to Norman- 
dy. 


While in Normandy the Schraders vis- 


ited Omaha and Utah beaches, American 
cemeteries, the 82nd Airborn Museum, and 
toured the surrounding countryside. 


"The people were extremely 
friendly 


and very happy to meet us," related Mrs. 
Schrader, "and the little girls were 
dressed in the regional costume. They 
even presented bouquets to all of the 
wives. It was quite a thing." 


THE SCHRADERS participated in an or- 


ganized tour during the first week of their 
trip, but the second week they followed 
their own itinerary. Their 19-year-old 
daughter, Judy, accompanied them on the 
trip. 


After touring the area around St. Mere 


Eglise for 4 days, the Schraders rented a 
car and drove through Belgium, Holland, 
and Luxemburg. 


While in Brussels, the Schraders ate din- 


ner with Rev. Donald Niswander, a former

505th veterans, Schrader explained. About 
125 persons were only able to stay in Eu- 
rope for one week of the trip. 


AMONG THE FRIENDS Schrader saw 


25 years after their invasion experience 
was his company commander, who is now 
a Boston attorney; and Chaplain George 
B. Wood, who married the Schraders in 
1943 and christened their youngest daugh- 
ter, Judy. 


Schrader noted that the church in St. 


Mere-Eglise is the one that is actually 
shown in the movie, "The Longest Day," 
which is the story of D-Day. Paratroopers 
are shown landing in St. Mere-Eglise in 
the movie and one had his parachute 
caught on the church steeple. 


"The man who got his parachute tangled 


(John Steele) died of cancer just a few 
weeks before the reunion trip," Mrs. 
Schrader commented. 


SCHRADER RELATED that three days 
After touring the area around St. Mere- 


25 years ago (after recovering from his 
broken leg), he participated in the in- 
vasion of Holland. In September an anni- 
versary celebration is scheduled to be held 
in Nijmegen, where Schrader's regiment 
landed 25 years ago on a Sunday noon. In 
all, the Hoffman Estates resident made 
three combat jumps and participated in 
seven World War II campaigns. He was 
awarded the Bronze Star and the Purple 
Heart. 


For the final part of their trip, the 


Schraders flew to London and traveled by 
car to the southern part of England. In 
Weymouth, Dorset, England, the Schra- 
ders visited in the home of Mrs. Tom Da- 
vidson, a pen pal of Mrs. Schrader. The 
two have been corresponding for 34 years. 


This was the second time the pen pals 


met in person. In July 196S, Mrs. Davidson 
visited in Mrs. Schrader's home in Hoff- 
man Estates. A daughter of Mrs. Davidson 
also corresponds with Mrs. Schrader's 
daughter, Terry. 


IN EACH COUNTRY they visited the 


Hoffman Estates family had to change 


over to that country's currency system. 
"You 
could usually find someone who 


would accept the foreign currency," said 
Schrader. "But once in a while, you had to 
go to a bank and cash American travelers' 
checks in that currency. Some people we- 
ren't certain about a fair rate of exchange 
in making transactions." 


In all, there were many differences in 


this trip to Europe for Schrader from the 
one in 1944. 


"In 1944 we weren't even told where we 


were going until we were on the plane," 
Schrader observed.

Social services offered include a mental 


health clinic. 


All of the activities are in local ele- 


mentary schools, usually within walking 


distance of residents, Day said. 


Day said the program "is a rewarding 


thing."

University said the philosophy behind such 
programs "is full utilization of school fa- 
cilities on the basis that schools belong to 
people. School districts come out smelling 
like a rose. Schools have a real meaning 
to the community."

Smith St. immediately north of the rail- 
road tracks, and south of Colfax Street. 


Local developer Lewis F. Draper has 


agreed to ouild the depot at a cost not to 
exceed $30,000 It will be deeded to the 
Chicago Northwestern Railway. 


Earlier this week, village officials re- 


ceived a letter from the railroad agreeing 
to re-location of the station. In order to 
construct the station in Its new location, it 
will be necessary to re-route some tracks 
in the downtown area 


"This will be the first project of its kind 


along the Northwestern commuter ttne," 
Draper said. 


Linked to the station will be a com- 


mercial area designed to meet the needs 


of commuters with a drug store, grocery 
store, liquor store, florist, coffee shop and 
other service businesses. 


IN ADDITION, a 750-car commuter 


parking lot will be constructed north of the 
station and deeded to the village. 


Draper said the entire project will cost 


more than $1 million and could be com- 
pleted by August 1. 


Some financial assistance for the depot 


and parking lot could come from the fed- 
eral government which has funds avail- 
able for transportation needs of local gov- 
ernments. 


In May, Palatine applied for a federal 


grant to finance a total transportation con- 
cept in the downtown area. Part of Drap- 
er's project is included in the plan. 


Before construction of the depot can be- 


gin, permission from the U.S. Department 
of Transportation must be obtained, but no 
problem is anticipated, according to Vil- 
lage Mgr. Berton Braun.

Help Fight 
U.S. Con-Con 


Two of the Third District's three state 


representatives this week helped 
the 


House pass, 111-53, a resolution withdraw- 
ing Illinois support for a U.S. constitutional 
convention proposed by Sen. Everett Dirk- 
sen to get around the Supreme Court's 
"one man, one vote" ruling. 


The resolution, HJR 17, now goes to the 


Senate, where approval is in doubt. 


General Assembly action on the issue is 


crucial, since Illinois is one of 33 states 
that have approved the U.S. con-con call 
so far. Only one more state is needed to 
get the U.S. constitutional convention call 
in motion. 


DESPITE THE FACT that suburban 


areas stood to gain the most from requir- 
ing apportionment on a "one man, one 
vote" basis, both State Reps. David Reg- 
ner, 
R-Mount Prospect, and 
Eugene 


Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights, voted 
yes two years ago when the legislature ap- 
proved the resolution calling for the U.S. 
Constitutional Convention.

Schlickman told the Herald he voted for

CONSTITUTIONAL experts are general-

see the repeal passed by the House. "I 
voted against the resolution originally so I 
was pleased to vote for the repeal," she 
explained.

District's two Republican legislators, Mrs. 
Chapman noted, "many suburban repre- 
sentatives voted for this originally when 
they shouldn't have, as it was counter to 
suburban interests."

"There have been instances when an 


idea has been in the back of my mind for 
many months and suddenly when the idea 
has reached the end of its germination, it 
leaps forward, full-grown and is ready to 
become a sermon." 


He gets up at 6 a.m. and attributes his 


early rising to bis Pennsylvania Dutch 
heritage. "I make it a habit to then spend 
at least 20 minutes in meditation and pray- 
er. 


"I know that some people believe that 


not much can be achieved in that short 
space of time or at that unheard of hour, 
but believe me, it does not take long to 
discover that 20 minutes is not enough 
time for all of the ideas that come to 
mind." 


Before any sermon is ever put on paper, 


Rev. Herman said a great deal of thought 
and research should precede it. 


"A half-baked idea makes a half-baked 


sermon. I believe in trying to find out as 
much as I can about a topic before I deliv- 
er it." 


Ideas for sermons are kept in a file in 


his library and he also has many source- 
books that can be referred to support the 
sermon's key points. He also writes down 
his observations about life or stories that 
have been told to him by others. 


"People like to hear what I have to say 


and what other people have thought or ex- 
perienced. Many of us have similar life 
experiences," he said. 


He said that the hardest part of a ser- 


mon is starting it. He may be settled on an 
idea and a theme but getting those first 
words on paper are difficult. A skeletal 
outline is composed and often contains 
three key points. Added to this skeleton is 
the meat of the sermon; the illustrations' 
examples and the research information 
that support his key points, he said. 


"I like to preach about the Bible a lot 


but I know from experience that people 
like to hear about life experiences, espe- 
cially of people they can identify with. So I 
combine them. I move from life to the 
Bible and vice versa. They are, in fact, 
inseparable." 


"I am one of those ministers who like to 


deliver a prepared sermon and I have my 
reasons for this," he said. "A sermon can 
be delivered in 20-25 minutes and can be 
interesting, forceful and inspiring in that 
amount of time. Therefore what I want to 
say is already on paper and prevents me 
from straying off the subject." 


The first draft of his sermon is prepared 


in length and is corrected and then put on 
tape. His secretary types it on the Thurs- 
day morning preceding the Sunday he 
plans to deliver it. 


Between Thursday and Sunday, almost 


up to the moment he steps into the pulpit, 
the typewritten sermon, is gone over many 
times. This is all part of his belief in prep- 
aration. 


"I believe in preparation. To make a 


good presentation one should be involved 
and inspired in his subject. To inspire oth- 
ers, one should be inspired himself. Prepa- 
ration is an important part of inspiration." 


The actual composition of the sermon 


takes roughly two weeks but the amount of 
time spent on developing the idea in the 
mind until it is ready to be written into a 
sermon varies. 


There have been times when Rev. Her- 


man has been in the final stages of pre- 
paring a sermon and another idea, one 
somewhat more timely, will occur and he 
will have to discard the prepared sermon 
and begin a new one. 


"And there have been times when I have 


been without a topic." He said that he cor- 
rected this failing by keeping up his 
source files. 


Rev. Herman enjoys selecting popular 


subjects about life as we are facing it to- 
day, but also prepares many of his ser- 
mons according to the liturgical and Jul- 
ian calendar.

If one 
kicks up a storm, he shouldn't expect 
smooth sailing. I am not afraid of con- 
troversy." 


He tries to be as well informed as he 


can about a topic but says there is so 
much to know about a topic and so little 
time to know it in. 


Perhaps the best way Rev. Herman has 


in gauging the effectiveness of his ser- 
mon is in the wey people behave in their 
individual lives and how they come for 
guidance and counseling. 


"You know, after 23 years as a minister, 


I still get nervous before delivering my 
sermon but once I am in the pulpit and the 
first few words are uttered, the nervous- 
ness is gone. I try not to show it but I am 
literally drained after the sermon. I heard 
it said that a 20 minute sermon is equiva- 
lent to eight hours of work." 


Occasionally he will read over his old 


sermons and marvels at the patience his 
parishoners have shown him. 


"They have been very patient with me.'' 


he said. "I feel very humble in their pres- 
ence. They deserve a lot of credit." 


Rev. Herman lives at 2704 Park St. with 


his wife, Helen and their son, Robert.

A man who grew up among the coal 


mines of southern Illinois marked his 
tenth anniversary as Dist. 21 school super- 
intendent this week. 


During Kenneth Gill's decade as super- 


intendent, nine new schools, three addi- 
tions, and an administrative center were 
built. School enrollment jumped from 1,100 
to 7.000. 


Gill grew up in O'Fallon, 111., one of six 


children of a coal miner who emigrated to 
the United States from Australia. 


"I grew up in the depression years," 


Gill recalled. "That was a turbulent era, 
when John L. Lewis and othe labor leaders 
were actively campaigning to unionize 
coal miners. 


"They were rough days, but they were 


fun too. The Gills were raucous some- 


times, but we were a closely-knit group. 
My father never wanted his sons to follow 
in his footsteps. He always encouraged us 
to leave the mines." 


FOLLOWING A STINT with the Navy in 


World War II, Gill enrolled at Illinois Col- 
lege in Jacksonville, where he graduated 
with the A.B. degree in 1950. 


He received his M.A. from the Univer- 


sity of Illinois in 1955 and is currently 
working on his doctorate at Northern Illi- 
nois University. 


Gill became Dist. 21 superintendent in 


June of 1959. He had formerly been assist- 
ant superintendent of Dist. 15 in Clinton. 


"When I moved here, Whitman, Twain 


and Sandburg were the only schools in the 
district," he recalled. "Many of the sites 
where new homes stand today were open 
fields then." 


Gill, who was then the only adminis- 


trator for the district, had his office in a 


classroom in the Whitman School. Since 
then, the administrative staff has been ex- 
panded and now includes four people be- 
sides Gill. 


"In the past ten years, school programs 


have become much more sophisticated," 
Gill said. "Not only here, but in many dis- 
tricts, new and better ways have been 
found to teach math and science. Foreign 
languages are now taught to junior high 
students, and they can also play in a ju- 
nior high orchestra. Schools are becoming 
more concerned about the handicapped 
too." 


GILL HAS DONE A great deal to pro- 


mote better methods of teaching in the 
Northwest suburbs. A partial list of his 
educational activities in this area in- 
cludes: Chairman of the board of directors 
of Elk Grove Training and Development 
Center, 1966-69; chairman of the board of

— that he could keep up with a pair of 
master divers.

my back," says Stitzburg, "and that tank 
weighs 33 pounds out of the water. If 
you're out of shape, you don't make it." 


After free dives and various underwater 


tests, the French team was satisfied and 
took Stitzburg for long expeditions into the 
underwater 
canyons, caves and reefs 


formed by the creative Pacific coral. 


THEY DOVE in the mornings when the 


light was strong enough to reach the 
depths they haunted. "The water was so 
clear I could look up and see the bottom of 
the boat 150 feet up," Stitzburg recalls. 


Shells were found, fish and sharks were 


speared while Stitzburg ground away with 
his cameras. The afternoons he spent on 
land touring and meeting the people. 


"The Polynesians are the friendliest 


people in the world. I was sitting in the 
park in Papeete one day and this perfect 
stranger offered to buy me an ice cream. I 
didn't say no and in two minutes he was a 
good friend." 


Stitzburg turned a Tahitian feast into an 


opportunity to record the singing and mu- 
sic of the islands which he uses as back- 
ground for his films. 


ALTHOUGH HE found plenty of shells 


himself, Stitzburg wound up buying them 
commercially in Tahiti. The store-bought 
'items had two advantages: They were al- 
ready polished, and the animals that in- 
habit them were long gone. Stitzburg 
made the mistake of bringing a sea fan 
back from Florida once and the stench it 
left in his ear never faded. 


Manager of New Emerald Cleaners in 


Arlington Heights, he sometimes thinks of 
taking up the plunge into full-time profes- 
sional underwater work. '"But," he sighs, 
"You've got to eat. And I really don't 
know what the longevity of a diver is. One 
busted eardrum and you're through." 


But, until he succumbs to the lure of the 


Bahamas, Where he's been, or Australia's 
Great Barrier Reef, where he'd like to go, 
Stitzburg keeps active part-time in the 
Great Lakes.

Marks Ten Years With District 21

A man who grew up among the coal 


mines of southern Illinois marked his 
tenth anniversary as Dist. 21 school super- 
intendent this week. 


During Kenneth Gill's decade as super- 


intendent, nine new schools, three addi- 
tions, and an administrative center were 
built. School enrollment jumped from 1,100 
to 7.000 


Gill grew up in O'Fallon. 111., one of six 


children of a coal miner who emigrated to 
the United States from Australia. 


"I grew up in the depression years," 


Gill recalled. "That was a turbulent era, 
when John L. Lewis and othe labor leaders 
were actively campaigning to unionize 
coal miners. 


"They were rough days, but they were 


fun too. The Gills were raucous some- 


times, but we were a closely-knit group. 
My father never wanted his sons to follow 
in his footsteps. He always encouraged us 
to leave the mines." 


FOLLOWING A 8TINT with the Navy in 


World War II, Gill enrolled at Illinois Col- 
lege in Jacksonville, where he graduated 
with the A.B. degree in 1950. 


He received his M.A. from the Univer- 


sity of Illinois in 1955 and is currently 
working on his doctorate at Northern Illi- 
nois University. 


Gill became Dist. 21 superintendent in 


June of 1959. He had formerly been assist- 
ant superintendent of Dist. 15 in Clinton. 


"When I moved here, Whitman, Twain 


and Sandburg were the only schools in the 
district," he recalled. "Many of the sites 
where new homes stand today were open 
fields then." 


Gill, who was then the only adminis- 


trator for the district, had his office in a 


classroom in the Whitman School. Since 
then, the administrative staff has been ex- 
panded and now includes four people be- 
sides Gill. 


"In the past ten years, school programs 


have become much more sophisticated," 
Gill said. "Not only here, but in many dis- 
tricts, new and better ways have been 
found to teach math and science. Foreign 
languages are now taught to junior high 
students, and they can also play in a ju- 
nior high orchestra. Schools are becoming 
more concerned about the handicapped 
too." 


GILL HAS DONE A great deal to pro- 


mote better methods of teaching in the 
Northwest suburbs. A partial list of his 
educational activities in this area in- 
cludes: Chairman of the board of directors 
of Elk Grove Training and Development 
Center, 1966-69; chairman of the board of

Patton Drive who lives across the street 
from the house was standing in the middle 
of the street when the house collapsed. 


"Even though I was close to it, I didn't 


know it fell. I had my back to it, and the 
wind was blowing so much that I couldn't 
hear it," she said. 


Mrs. Mary Pattey of 605 S. Patton and 


her son saw the house collapse. They lived 
next door. 


She told the Herald that the wind also 


tore off some roofing on her home, dam- 
aged the siding, tore up some sod in the 
back yard and battered the side of her 
house with boards and sticks from the 
house next door. Several Buffalo Grove 
residents reported sighting several "dust 
devils" ir, the village, but no other wind 
damage was reported to police.

Marks Ten Years With District 21

A man who grew up among the coal 


mines of southern Illinois marked his 
tenth anniversary as Dist. 21 school super- 
intendent this week. 


During Kenneth Gill's decade as super- 


intendent, nine new schools, three addi- 
tions, and an administrative center were 
built. School enrollment jumped from 1,100 
to 7.000. 


Gill grew up in O'Fallon, 111., one of six 


children of a coal miner who emigrated to 
the United States from Australia. 


"I grew up in the depression years," 


Gill recalled. "That was a turbulent era, 
when John L. Lewis and othe labor leaders 
were actively campaigning to unionize 
coal miners. 


"They were rough days, but they were 


fun too. The Gills were raucous some- 


times, but we were a closely-knit group. 
My father never wanted his sons to follow 
in his footsteps. He always encouraged us 
to leave the mines." 


FOLLOWING A STINT with the Navy in 


World War II, Gill enrolled at Illinois Col- 
lege in Jacksonville, where he graduated 
with the A.B. degree in 1950. 


He received his M.A. from the Univer- 


sity of Illinois in 1955 and is currently 
working on his doctorate at Northern Illi- 
nois University. 


Gill became Dist. 21 superintendent in 


June of 1959. He had formerly been assist- 
ant superintendent of Dist. 15 in Clinton. 


"When I moved here, Whitman, Twain 


and Sandburg were the only schools in the 
district," he recalled. "Many of the sites 
where new homes stand today were open 
fields then." 


Gill, who was then the only adminis- 


trator for the district, had his office in a 


classroom in the Whitman School. Since 
then, the administrative staff has been ex- 
panded and now includes four people be- 
sides Gill. 


"In the past ten years, school programs 


have become much more sophisticated," 
Gill said. "Not only here, but in many dis- 
tricts, new and better ways have been 
found to teach math and science. Foreign 
languages are now taught to junior high 
students, and they can also play in a ju- 
nior high orchestra. Schools are becoming 
more concerned about the handicapped 
too." 


GILL HAS DONE A great deal to pro- 


mote better methods of teaching in the 
Northwest suburbs.

the boat returns, prepared to search every 
nook and cranny of gear 


WHEN STITZBURG went to Tahiti he 


teamed up with French divers, who had 
served with the reigning expert of the sub- 
surface world, Jean-Jacques Cousteau, 
and shot 3,000 feet of movie film 


But first he had to prove to the French- 


men — Francois Tiger and Jean Francois 
— that he could keep up with a pan- of 
master divers 


They made me swim a half a mile on 


the surface in full gear with my tank on 
my back," says Stitzburg, "and that tank 
weighs 33 pounds out of the water. If 
you're out of shape, you don't make it." 


After free dives and various underwater 


tests, the French team was satisfied and 
took Stitzburg for long expeditions into the 
underwater canyons, caves and reefs 
formed by the creative Pacific coral. 


THEY DOVE in the mornings when the 


light was strong enough to reach the 
depths they haunted, "The water was so 
clear I could look up and see the bottom of 
the boat 150 feet up," Stitzburg recalls. 


Shells were found, fish and sharks were 


speared while Stitzburg ground away with 
bis cameras. The afternoons he spent on 
land touring and meeting the people. 


"The Polynesians are the friendliest 


people in the world. I was sitting in the 
park in Papeete one day and this perfect 
stranger offered to buy me an ice cream. I 
didn't say no and in two minutes he was a 
good friend." 


Stitzburg turned a Tahitian feast into an 


opportunity to record the singing and mu- 
sic of the islands which he uses as back- 
ground for his films. 


ALTHOUGH HE found plenty of shells 


himself, Stitzburg wound up buying them 
commercially in Tahiti. The store-bought 
items had two advantages: They were al- 
ready polished, and the animals that in- 
habit them were long gone. Stitzburg 
made the mistake of bringing a sea fan 
back from Florida once and the stench it 
left in his car never faded. 


Manager of New Emerald Cleaners in 


Arlington Heights, he sometimes thinks of 
taking up the plunge into full-time profes- 
sional underwater work. "But," he sighs, 
"You've got to eat. And I really don't 
know what the longevity of a diver is. One 
busted eardrum and you're through." 


But, until he succumbs to the lure of the 


Bahamas, Where he's been, or Australia's 
Great Earner Reef, where he'd Hke to go, 
Stitzburg keeps active part-time in the 
Great Lakes.

The NIPC planning committee meets 


Wednesday. July 2. 


Consensus of NIPC commissioners at 


Thursday's luncheon meeting in Chicago 
was that even though the Higgins Road 
improvement project does not fit in with 
the regional planning agency's master 


plan, other considerations argue in favor 
of granting recommendation of the proj- 
ect. 


One commissioner pointed out that a 


widened Higgins Road as proposed would 
provide greater access to the New Brown 
Forest Preserve for recreation. 


ON THE OTHER side of the coin, some 


members of the planning commission ex- 
pressed concern that the road improve- 
ment would accelerate development in the 
surrounding area at an undesirable pace. 
As a result, demands for sewer and other 
services might become much greater than 
the need to meet them. 


"We have to attempt to measure the re- 


gional impact of specific projects," said 
one NIPC member. 


Although it was felt that the Higgins 


Road improvement was not consistent 
with the regional plan drawn up by the 
NIPC, members agreed there was no need 
to scrap the master plan for the region. 


"I DO NOT believe we have abrogated

"We still 
have to take each case that comes before 
NIPC by itself. I do not want us (NIPC) 
to convince ourselves that we have no re- 
gional plan by granting a recommenda- 
tion."

Fields of Normandy Are Revisited

Mr. and Mrs. Clifford Schrader, 416 


Pleasant Street. Hoffman Estates, were 
among the Americans who returned to the 
beaches and fields of Normandy this 
month on the 23th anniversary of D-Day in 
World War II, June 6, 1944. 


Tins trip to Normandy was a lot more 


pleasant for Schrader than his first one 
Twenty-five years ago, Schrader landed 
near St. Mere-Eglise in Normandy with 
members of the 505th Parachute Regi- 
ment, 82nd Airborn Division, about 1 a.m. 
In fact, he landed rather hard, — his para- 
chute failed to open completely — and he 
broke a leg. 


The Hoffman Estates man served as 


first sergeant of "A" Company in the 
505th, and his unit's objective was to cap- 
ture a bridge about two miles from St. 
Mere-Eglise. 


"ST. 
MERE-EGLISE 
hadn't 
changed 


much at all," said Schrader. "I saw the 
field where I landed 25 years ago, and a 
gun placement position that had been dug 
in the ground was still there." 


Members of the 505th began their anni- 


versary trip with a reunion dinner June 3 
in New York City. Then about 250 persons 
left for a 16-day trip to Europe. They flew 
to Pans and then took a train to Norman- 
dy. 


While in Normandy the Schraders vis- 


ited Omaha and Utah beaches, American 
cemeteries, the 82nd Airborn Museum, and 


toured the surrounding countryside 


"The people were extremely 
friendly 


and very happy to meet us," related Mrs. 
Schrader, "and the little girls were 
dressed in the regional costume. They 
even presented bouquets to all of the 
wives. It was quite a thing." 


THE SCHRADERS participated in an or- 


ganized tour during the first week of their 
trip, but the second week they followed 
their own itinerary. Their 19-year-old 
daughter, Judy, accompanied them on the 
trip. 


After touring the area around St. Mere 


Eglise for 4 days, the Schraders rented a 
car and drove through Belgium, Holland, 
and Luxemburg. 


While in Brussels, the Schraders ate din- 


ner with Rev. Donald Niswander, a former 
Hoffman Estates pastor. He is presently 
pastor of the American Protestant Church 
in Brussels. 


The reunion trip by 505th Regiment 


members was spearheaded by a former 
member, Donald Lassen, of Atlanta, Ga., 
who publishes a monthly newsletter for 
505th veterans, Schrader explained. About 
125 persons were only able to stay in Eu- 
rope for one week of the trip. 


AMONG THE FRIENDS Schrader saw 


25 years after their invasion experience 
was his company commander, who is now 
a Boston attorney; and Chaplain George 
B. Wood, who married the Schraders in

1943 and christened their youngest daugh- 
ter, Judy. 


Schrader noted that the church in St. 


Mere-Eglise is the one that is actually 
shown in the movie, "The Longest Day," 
which is the story of D-Day. Paratroopers 
are shown landing in St. Mere-Eglise in 
the movie and one had his parachute 
caught on the church steeple. 


"The man who got his parachute tangled 


(John Steele) died of cancer just a few 
weeks before the reunion trip,"- Mrs. 
Schrader commented. 


SCHRADER RELATED that three days 
After touring the area around St. Mere- 


25 years ago (after recovering from his 
broken leg*, he participated in the in- 
vasion of Holland In September an anni- 
versary celebration is scheduled to be held 
in Nijmegen, where Schrader's regiment 
landed 25 years ago on a Sunday noon. In 
all, the Hoffman Estates resident made 
three combat jumps and participated in 
seven World War II campaigns. He was 
awarded the Bronze Star and the Purple 
Heart.

Pay 
Hiked

The Hoffman Estates finance committee 


Tuesday night approved a budget for the 
police department allowing for a seven per 
cent across-the-board increase in salaries. 


The budget is not official until the vil- 


lage board approves the final budget at a 
board meeting scheduled for July 7. 


Included in the $195,000 final salaries 


budget were funds to pay policemen for 
days spent in court. Previously, an officer 
was not paid for appearing in court unless 
his court appearance was on a regular 
working day. 


The new salary schedule will increase 


the maximum rate for patrolmen from the 
present $9,200 to $9,844 per year. The base 
salary of $8,000 will remain the same. Po- 
lice Chief John O'Connell, who appeared 
before the committee to request the in- 
crease on behalf of the department, said 
the new maximum is more in line with 
surrounding villages who are paying 
around $10,000. 


ABOUT HALF OF THE 20 patrolmen 


have reached maximum salary levels af- 
ter 30 months of service, O'Conoell said. 
Those now at maximum salaries would 
immediately receive the new maximum, 
Finance Committee Chairman and village 
Trustee William Cowin said. 


The salary increase will be retroactive 


to June l. It includes all policemen except 
O'Connell who received a raise last month 
along with other village employes. 


Also included in the salary budget are 


funds to allow for the promotion of a ser- 
geant to lieutenant and a patrolman to ser- 
geant and the hiring of two new patrolmen 
at the end of December. 


O'Connell had requested the new patrol- 


men for the first of November. "With the 
new apartments is is imperative that we 
have the extra patrolmen. Apartments 
bring trouble," he said. 


O'Connell added that his estimate of two 


new patrolmen to handle the extra work 
probably is low. Although O'Connell had 
emphasized his need for the patrolmen be- 
ginning in November, the village cannot 
afford them until the end of the year, Cow- 
in said. 


Nearly every department is requesting 


two or three times the budget that they 
had last year, Trustee Virginia Hayter 
said at the meeting. "We have to cut 
somewhere."

Consider Amendment to Bicycle Law 


Bicycles in Elk Grove Village are being 


driven without 1969 licenses until an 
amendment to the bicycle licensing provi- 
sions of the Municipal Code is approved or 
rejected by the village board. 


Licensing of bicycles is required under 


village ordinance Licenses for 1968 ex- 
pired May 31 


At the village board meeting Tuesday 


the village attorney was directed to amend 
the licensing provisions and present them 
for approval by the board 


The amendment allows for the continu- 


ance of licensing without the presently re- 
quired bicycle safety test. The village 
clerk's office, which suggested the amend- 
ment with the approval of the chief of po- 
lice, is holding up the sale of licenses until 
it is determined whether they can be sold 
without a test. 


UNDER THE amendment the safety 


tests would not be eliminated completely 
bu* would not be required for the dis- 
tribution of licenses Safety tests would be 
conducted separately, possibly at the 
schools. 


Initial licenses are $1 and are renewed 


free each successive year. 


Licensing insures a rapid return of a bi- 


cycle if it is lost or stolen. 


Licensed bicycles are less likely to be 


stolen, according to Rev. David Crall of 
Wesleyan church, who instituted the idea 
of bike licensing and safety tests in Elk 
Grove Village. 


The licensing was originally begun in 


1963 to force yearly bicycle safety repairs, 
Rev. Crail said. 


The program in 1963 also included the 


distribution of a safety booklet in the 
schools, a bike rider permit test, and an 
enforcement program at the police depart- 
ment. 


THE ENFORCEMENT program in- 


volved the issuance of safety tickets to 
youngsters in violation of safety regu- 


lations and a volunteer court to determine 
punishment for the offense. 


Changes in the provisions were sug-

word and are waiting on the docks when 


the boat returns, prepared to search every 
nook and cranny of gear. 


WHEN STITZBl'RG went to Tahiti he 


teamed up with French divers, who had 
served with the reigning expert of the sub- 
surface world, Jean-Jacques 
Cousteau, 


and shot 3,000 feet of movie film. 


But first he had to prove to the French- 


men — Francois Tiger and Jean Francois 
- that he could keep up with a pair of 
master divers. 


They made me swim a half a mile on 


the surface in full gear with my tank on 
my back," says Stitzburg, "and that tank 
weighs 33 pounds out of the water. If 
you're out cf shape, you don't make it." 


After fret dives and various underwater 


tests, the French team was satisfied and 
took Stitzburg for long expeditions into the 
underwater canyons, caves and reefs 
formed by the creative Pacific coral. 


THEY DOVE in the mornings when the 


light was strong enough to reach the 
depths they haunted. "The water was so 
clear I could look up and see the bottom of 
the boat 130 feet up," Stitzburg recalls. 


Shells were found, fish and sharks were 


speared while Stitzburg ground away with 
his cameras. The afternoons he spent on 
land touring and meeting the people. 


"The Polynesians are the friendliest 


people in the world. I was sitting in the 
park in Papeete one day and this perfect 
stranger offered to buy me an ice cream. I 
didn't say no and in two minutes he was a 
good friend."

Some of the things they find they can sell 
for a good price. Binnacles, compasses 
and porthole covers are popular kerns. 


And Stitzburg is recording it all with his 


cameras and hopes to produce a new 
series of films about freshwater SCUBA 
diving. 


His enthusiasm for his 13-year-old hobby 


doesn't seem to have waned in the least. 
"You start with a tank and you add more 
and more gear, photography equipment 
and it gets more and more interesting," 
says Stitsburg.

Vallarta never has been the same since. 


When Mr. and Mrs. Burton, now long 


wed, 
returned this spring to their $60,000, 


three-story villa, "Kimberly" overlooking 
the Pacific, they were met at the airport 
by a representative of the state governor. 


He solemnly presented them with a 


scroll making them distinguished citizens 
of Puerto Vallarta and favorite sons of the 
state of Jalisco, for "the benefits your 
presence here has brought the town." 


Six airlines now run some 60 flights 


loaded with tourists into Puerto Vallarta 
every month. Another 600 private planes 
land here every month. The tourist spend- 
ing hits $40,000 a day during the peak of 
the season. 


With only air traffic to haul the load, 


tourist income has been rising by 15 per 
cent per year, but the state expects to fin- 
ish a paved highway to Puerto Vallarta 
soon, and the present tourist flow of 
150,000 per year is expected to double 
then. 


Hotel construction has added 700 rooms 


to the town's supply since the Burtons ar- 
rived, to reach 1,100, but that's only the 
start. There's $17 million in hotel construc- 
tion either under way or on the drawing 
boards, expected to add another 1,000 
rooms by next year. 


Altogether, the state government and 


private investors, including the Hilton and 
Western Hotel chains from the United 
States, are investing $64 million in Puerto 
Vallarta, according to Gov. Francisco Me- 
dina. 


Town officials credit the Burtons with 


the windfall. "The vaudeville they starred 
in made people sit up and take notice of 
us," according to Ruben Miller, vice 
chairman of the festival committee set up 
to celebrate Puerto Vallarta's new status 
as a city. 


As for the Burtons, they like the quiet 


life they find here. Except for a few Amer- 
ican tourists taking snapshots, they can 
wander the streets, or drop in for a drink 
at the Oceano Bar, without causing much 
fuss. Reporters and photographers are 
scarce. They have no telephoneat "Kim- 
berly."

"Gringo Gulch" by the natives. Its most 
outstanding

style bridge that spans a city street to con- 
nect the main house to a guest house.

Tommy, and the splashing in the swim- 
ming pool. Neighbors say Burton is a 
heavy reader. They can see him seated by 
a light in the living room with a book

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Newspaper Monopoly Bill Is Shelved 


WASHINGTON - In a surprise move 


yesterday, a Senate subcommittee tempo- 
rarily shelved a bill to exempt joint oper- 
ating agreements by newspapers from an- 
trust laws. 


The action on the Newspaper Pre- 


servation Act (S. 1520) was taken pending 
negotiations between the Justice Depart- 
ment and two Tucson, Ariz., newspapers. 


Sen. Philip A. Hart, D-Mich., chairman 


of the Senate Antitrust and Monopoly sub- 
committee, said the unexpected post- 
ponement was suggested by the group's 
ranking Republican, Sen. Everett M. Dirk- 
sen, R-IU. 


Dirksen had opposed a predecessor bill 


in the last session of Congress but had re-

response to testimony two weeks ago by 
Assistant Atty. Gen. Richard McLaren, 
chief of the Justice Department's antiturst 
division. 


MCLAREN TOLD THE subcommittee 


the Nixon Administration opposed the bill, 
but hoped to work out a compromise with 
the Tucson newspapers, which have joint 
advertising and circulation departments. 
McLaren said he was optimistic the pa- 
pers could maintain enough joint oper- 
ations to afford substantial savings with- 
out fixing prices and dividing profits, the 
facets of the Tucson agreement which the 
Supreme Court ruled illegal last March. 


Hart said the negotiations might last for 


months, and no date was set for resuming 
consideration of the bill. 


The bill, sponsored by 33 senators and 


100 House members, is designed to keep 
"financially ailing" newspapers from fold- 
ing. It would let competing newspapers in 
the same city — provided one paper was 
in danger of failing — to combine their 
circulation and advertising departments, 
fix prices and pool profits. 


Newspapers in 22 cities operate under 


joint agreements, but hi March the Su- 
preme Court ruled the price fixing and 
profit pooling portions of the system used 
by two papers in Tucson violated the antit- 
rust laws. 


THE BILL would overturn the Supreme 


Court ruling. 


Its sponsors 
contend legislation 
is 


needed to preserve separate editorial and 
news voices in cities which, without the 
antitrustexemption, might be left with only 
one newspaper. Urging the exemption, 
were chiefly giant metropolitan publishers 
and national newspaper chains. 


Opponents of the bill, including the Nix- 


on Administration, contend it would be a 
special interest favor to the newspaper in- 
dustry and might prompt other industries 
to seek similar antitrust exemption. 


O p p o s i t i o n comes principally from 


s m a l l e r and independent newspapers 
which maintain the bill would turn mass 
media over to private monopolies. They 
charge it would inhibit all antitrust en- 
forcement in the newspaper field by ex- 
empting Joint operations from any provi- 
sions of antitrust laws and thus make it 
virtually impossible for independents to 
combat the predatory, anti-competitive 
practices of corporate publishers intent on 
monopolizing their metropolitan market. 


THE SUBCOMMITTEE action came as 


a surprise. Because of the heavy co-spon- 
sorship in both houses and the enormous 
financial and political pressure exerted in 
its behalf, the bill had been expected to 
win easy approval. 


Leader of the nationwide opposition to 


the bill is Stuart R. Paddock Jr., president 
of Paddock Publications and chairman of 
the Newspaper Committee for a Free and 
Competitive Press, organized in 1967 to 
fight the proposed exemption.

said. "We hope it means the end of efforts 
to establish press monopolies and all other 
efforts designed to diminish the com- 
petitive challenge of independent media.

Nobody really 
seems to know what they'll call the winner 
in the heavyweight championship mlxup 
that 10 tvpiflrs the problems of boxing to- 
day. 


After Frazier shouted at Ellis, Monday, 


the Louisville product, seeing dollar signs 
in front of his eyes, quickly replied, "You 
couldn't beat me," climbing into the ring 
as Frazier's handlers pulled their man 
back 


This "dramatic" confrontation between 


the two ranking heavyweights appeared a 
tittle phony, but then boxing needs some 
life pumped back into it and phony or not. 
this type of needling between contenders 
has to stir up some interest. 


The sport ' some people question that > of 


boxing is beset with problems but, in all 
honesty, we cannot get excited one way or 
the other about prize fighting in our 
society 


Wr live In an extraordinarily violent 


society. Our Internal relations are filled 
with rage, bitterness, hostility, and the 
kind of Incivility that Is only a hair's- 
breadth removed from physical conflict. 


Big cities are not safe at night. You're 


afraid to walk In New York's magnificent 
Central Park, in the heart of the city. The 
American metropolis has become a jungle. 


If people need a vicarious outlet for 


their repressed aggressions, and they can 
gratify their bloody instincts by watching 
two men slug at each other in a ring, the 
spectacles will continue. 


Certainly you can say It is barbarous, 


but it Is confined to adults who know what 
they arc doing — like professional auto 
racers — and are well-paid for the chan- 
ces they take 


To us boxing is rough, dangerous and 


thrilling, the most basic and natural and 
uncomplicated of athletic competitions, 
and — at its best — one of the purest of 
art forms 


Why do men enter the ring? To most, 


it's the only way out of the depths, the 
fastest way to the top and a hope to be 
somebody: a chance to take their families 
out of the grinding poverty; a chance to 
hold their heads high. 


Anyone who want* to abolish boxing can 


go about It In several ways. Get rid of the 
slums: end the recurring depressions 
when a man will srll his soul for work to 
fred his starving family; stamp out the 
prejudice that makes It so hard for a per- 
son with the wrong color skin, religion or 
accent to get an even break In the world. 


A man dies in the ring and cries of 


"abolish boxing" are trumpeted around 
the world. Actually. Indignation about the 
fatalities in orofessional boxing is as point- 
less as asking that dare-devil racing be 
stopped because some drivers are killed — 
while at the same time, public homicide 
on the highways continues every year with 
no effective program of prevention. 


Some say that prize fighting is the most 


thrilling of all sports. Some say that it is 
"the art of modified murder." And some 
say that it is an ugly, brutal and swinish 
business 


We do feel that it is hypocritical of the 


proponents of boxing to insist it is a 
"sport" of any sort. 


Isn't It a legitimatized way of permitting 


the public to give vent to Its savage In- 
stints'' Everyone at a fight wants a 


knockout — which is a temporary form of 
death. 


A "good" fight to the public, no matter 


how inexpertly conducted, is one in which 
the maximum of punishment is given and 
received. 


Those who attend fights want to witness 


brutal beatings in the ring — just as those 
who watch a high-wire performer are 
waiting for a fall, and those who watch the 
Indy 500 are waiting for a pileup of cars, 
maybe even death. 


When this happens, the cry that goes up 


from the crowd is horror — and delight. 
Until we know this, we do not know our- 
selves at all.

BOXING HAS ITS problems today, but 


we would be the first to admit that we 
counted ourselves among its legion of fans 
in the days of Joe Louis and Sugar Ray 
Robinson, of Tony Zale and Rocky Gra- 
ziano.

Sometimes, just sometimes, something 


good does come of tragedy.

fighter was ever more universally loved, 
respected, and honored than Joe Louis, the 
second Negro to hold the title. 


In the iHcg, he fought for money and 


glory, but he never cheapened himself in 
the quest. Outside the ring, he never failed 
to create good will among all people. 


Sports columnist Jimmy Cannon once 


aptly summed up the life and career of 
Joe Louis in but a few words: "He is a 
credit to his race — the human race." 


On the way to the crown, the only man 


to lick Louis was an arrogant and boastful 
German named Max Schmeling, a former 
heavyweight champ. Schmeling knocked 
out Louis in 12 rounds. 


When Louis became the heavyweight 


champ of the world, shortly after, he 
quickly and fearlessly gave Max Schmel- 
ing a crack at the million-dollar title. 


As far as Louis was concerned, it was to 


be just another prize fight, but Schmeling 
with his boasts of Germanic superiority 
built up that fight into an act of nation- 
alism. At the time. Max Schmeling was 
Adolph Hitler's pet and he craved the 
heavyweight title to help Hitler verify his 
claim of Nazi superiority. 


Shortly before the 'international fight, 


Joe Louis paid a visit to the White House. 
President 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt 


turned his famous warm smile on a 
humble Louis. The President and the 
simple boy born in an Alabama shack 
chatted for several minutes, and then the 
President, something of a sportsman him- 
self, felt the fighter's muscles, and said: 


"Joe, too many little people want to see 


you win this fight. Remember, Joe, when 
tne cause is right an American never 
loses." 


"I won't let you down, Mr. President," 


Joe Louis replied with many reporters in 
attendance. 


Joe Louis knocked out Max Schmeling in 


two minutes and four seconds of the first 
round,the fastest and most vicious knock- 
out in the history of heavyweight title 
fights. 


It's that kind of moment boxing buffs 


want to remember. 


Boxing is in a sick condition today, and 


the true fan has to live in the past. 


Lowell and Betty Steger, mother and fa- 


ther to a warm, happy harmonious family, 
did what they had to do. Instead of the 
grief-stricken, despondent pose they might 
have assumed, they put on a smile and 
went about the job of convincing Gary that 
he could, and would, get out of a wheel 
chair. 


Sorrow and sympathy leave little room 


for the cold facts of reality, and in those 
first days and weeks after the accident 
most people understandably felt very 
deeply for the Stegers, for the thing they 
were going through. 


AND VERY FEW thought about the tre- 


mendous financial burden that would be 
placed on the family. When human suffer- 
ing is involved, money is generally forgot- 
ten.

Donahue is 5-0 with Rocky Mount (Det- 


roit farm) of the Carolina League. He has 
worked in 24 games, 52 innings, with 45 
strikeouts, and four saves. He sports a 1.73 
earned run average. 


Bob Stevens of Mount Prospect Is toiling 


for Waterbury, Conn, of the Class A East- 
ern League, but statistics were unavail- 
able. 


After a lot of meetings, a lot of hours, 


and a lot of discussion, the Steger Founda- 
tion for Athletic Injury and Rehabilitation 
was born. With the help of legal experts 
and public relations experts the foundation 
drew up a charter and set up operation — 
its initial goal to raise money for Gary, its 
long-range dream to encompass perhaps 
the whole state and through continuing 
forms of contribution create a financial 
source of relief for any injured athlete 
whose insurance was inadequate to meet 
medical expenses.

Along about this time, Bill Berg and 


WIND Radio became acquainted 
with 


Gary and his plight. 


Berg, afternoon disc jockey on WIND at 


the time (he has since created an evening 
sports-music show), recalls: "A guy by 
the name of Snead, said he was a member 
of the fraternal order of police, called 
me and told me about Gary being hospital- 
ized and asked if I could mention it on the 
air and get listeners to drop him a card or 
letter. 


"I DECIDED a little later to drop over 


and see him myself — brought him some 
record albums and just had a nice chat — 
and the station became interested in Gary, 
and the whole thing snowballed from 
there." 


A team of WIND personalities came out 


to Roselle to play the Lake Park faculty in 
a benefit basketball game that drew a full 
house. 


Next, WIND obtained the cast of Gale 


Sayers' leg and auctioned it off on the 
air The winning bid, $3,700, came from the 
Harlem Globetrotters (the money went 
directly to the foundation) which helped 
gain further recognition and stimulate 
more interest in the foundation and its 
cause. 


The Globetrotters, 
wanting to help, 


staged a benefit game in the Chicago Sta- 
dium with the Washington Generals. 


FOLOWING ALL of this, WIND broad- 


cast an editorial by general manager John 
Williams that told of Gary, of the benefit 
game, of the further needs of the founda- 
tion. It said, in part: 


"All the Chicago media . .. newspapers, 


radio, television . . . have helped by giving 
publicity to the Foundation. The Harlem 
Globetrotters, Chicago Stadium, many oth- 
er" have helped. 


"WIND listeners can help by sending 


contributions to the Gary Steger Founda- 
tion. 


"But the problem goes beyond one foun- 


dation's efforts to prevent catastrophes to 
families of boys injured in freak athletic 
accidents. 


"OUR NEXT editorial will touch on this 


issue." 


It was becoming more and more appar- 


ent that the Foundation was not the com- 
plete answer. 


Says Monken, "I have never realized 


nor the community realized the problems 
you have to go through to raise money for 
a good cause. As much as we had great 
dreams for a Foundation, we realized 
that we needed something more than a 
Foundation to protect future athletes." 


Hundreds of hours of work, of planning 


and Joe Schlesselman and all the others 
ken and Bob Daugherty and Bob Brunton 
and Joe Schlesselma and all the others 
on the Foundation committee brought in 
approximately $30,000. It simply wasn't 
enough, and these men couldn't continue 
to dedicate most of their free hours to the 
Foundation. 


WIND'S SECOND editorial 
hopefully 


held the answer, or at least began a move- 
ment in the right direction — toward 
Springfield: 


"Gary's State Representative, William 


Redmond, asked the Illinois Legislative 
Council to check laws on athletic injuries. 
Their report indicates that there is no pro- 
vision for catastrophes. 


"Gary's football coach, Bob Monken, 


has this comment: 


'I would like to see the State Association 


either back an umbrella clause . . . catast- 
rophe clause . . . to help all high schools 
or ask for participation in the foundation 
we're establishing.' 


"COACH MONKEN is right. Something 


has to be done. It looks as if Representa- 
tive Redmond is on the right track with 
his inquiry. 


"We'll keep WIND listeners informed if 


a bill results from his efforts. If so, let's 
all get behind it. The next crippling injury 
could happen to your high schooler." 


Monken recounts how the idea for state 


legislation came to being: 


"Charles Cleveland (ex-political editor 


of the Chicago Daily News anu now edito- 
ria' director of WIND) was the primary 
force behind the whole thing. 


"WHEN WE WERE first working up an 


editorial on how this kind of thing could be 
avoided, he asked if I thought a state 
amendment to the school code on state law 
would help the situation. I responded that 
possibly it would. 


"He pretty much followed it up from 


there. He and Steve Corman (WIND pub- 
licity director) contacted Redmond and set 
up a luncheon date which included Red- 
mond, myself, Corman, Cleveland, and an 
insurance agent. 


"At that time we discussed the feasibil- 


ity of catastrophe insurance. Redmond 
said he felt a personal involvement be- 
cause Gary was a boy in his district, and 
he agreed with Cleveland that they should 
go ahead and tentatively introduce an 
amendment to the school code which 
would includea catastrophe clause which 
would take care of kids like Gary." 


Says Cleveland: "My role was quite in- 


cidental with it, I think. 


"BEFORE THIS luncheon we had gone 


to the Department of Vocational Rehabili- 
tation (DVR) to see what Gary's part was, 
whether the state ought to support this lad 
and his family. 


"We found to our genuine satisfaction 


that he fit the categories of vocational aid 
programs given to the state. He was tem- 
porarily off assistance because of program 
cuts across the board, but the money 
raised for him by the Foundation carried 
him over this period. 


"So we kind of decided there were two 


possibilities. 


"One, whether other aid ought to be giv- 


en to Gary directly or indirectly, so that 
one case didn't deplete their funds. 


"WE THOUGHT that this was not nec- 


essary, that the program was well in 
hand, that Gary was covered by the exist- 
ing laws. We felt we could rely on the pre- 
sent function of government to take care 
of the present case of Gary Steger. 


"Our final decision was that Gary Ste- 


ger seemed to be adequately provided for, 
but that something ought to be done about 
the general problem of serious accidents 
to athletes. 


"While there are insurance plans in 


most high schools, it is possible for a lad 
to waive these requirements, and this 
might especially happen in a ghetto area. 


"We thought to avoid a future Gary Ste- 


ger tragedy, the best program would be to 
require schools to have an insurance of the 
catastrophe sort to take care of the Gary 
Stegers. So the best thing seemed to be to 
provide for so-called disaster insurance on 
athletes." 


ADDS CORMAN: "At first we thought 


there might be need for two pieces of leg- 
islation, one covering future athletes, one 
covering Gary and then we realized that 
only one piece of legislation was necessary 
— that Gary would be taken care of. 


"DVR says he qualifies for their pro- 


gram because: one, he has shown prog- 
ress in rehabilitation, and two, there is ob- 
vious benefit to him from training. If he 
continues to progress, he'll be eligible for 
benefits at the University of Illinois 
(where he plans to enroll this fall) under 
their rehabilitation program." 


On April 22, Corman, Cleveland, and 


Monken flew to Springfield to be on hand 
when House Bill 2187, sponsored by Red- 
mond, was introduced. 


The bill, amending Section 22-15 of "The 


School Code" (dealing with insurance on 
athletes) contained the following addition: 
"The school board of any school district 
must provide major medical insurance to 
cover medical and hospital expenses ex- 
ceeding $2,500 for any pupil so injured." 


MONKEN, ADDRESSING the 
House 


Education Committee, told the story of 
Gary Steger, of the foundation, and of the 
problems encountered in raising money. 


•The committee approved the bill by a 20- 


0 vote, passing it to the House floor. 


It was subsequently passed by an over- 


whelming 145-5 vote in the House and 
progressed to the Senate where it was 
sponsored by Jack Knuepfer of Elmhurst. 


Cleveland remembers, "There was quite 


an interesting reaction to the bill in 
Springfield. Quite a few legislators are ex- 
coaches or teachers, and consequently the 
bill got quite enthusiastic support. These 
people knew the problem existed, and they 
all felt quite strongly that the bill was a 
good one. 


"IN ADDITION, the sponsors of the bill 


made it more convincing. 


"Kneupfer is a Republican. Redmond is 


a Democrat. Kneupfer is a businessman. 
Redmond is a lawyer. They are probably 
two of the best respected members of the 
ger. Kneupfer produced amendments to 
the bill that raised the minimum from 
$2,500 to $5,000 and provided a ceiling of 
$500,000. Cleveland assured the committee 
that he had discussed the costs with insur- 
ance executives who reported that costs 
would be nominal for this type of cov- 
erage. 


legislature. The fact that they handled the 
bill added a great deal of prestige and re- 
spect to it." 


Almost two months later (June 11), 


Cleveland, Corman, and Monken were 
back in Springfield as the bill was in- 
troduced before the Illinois Senate Educa- 
tion Committee. 


This time it wasn't smooth sailing. 
SEVERAL SENATORS objected to the 


bill being too broad and too vague. A rep- 
resentative of the Association of School 
Boards argued that while his group was 
not against the purpose of the bill, they 
were worried about the costs being as- 
tronomical. 


Monken recounted the story of Gary Ste- 


Chas

Committee chairman John Gilbert of 


Carbondale stood steadfast on the side of 
the bill: "I know the need for a bill of this 
type because I had a boy who was injured 
in high school football." 


Assuaged, the committee 
tentatively 


passed the bill by a 14-0 vote, maintaining 
that a definite and reasonable cost figure 
would have to be provided before the Sen- 
ate would approve the bill. 


LAST SATURDAY, the bill was unani- 


mously approved by the Senate. Now only 
formalities stand in the way of it becom- 
ing law. 


Says Cleveland: "This was one of those 


cracks in the sidewalk in which people 
kept falling — a problem that just existed. 


"Now if this kind of an accident occurs 


again, you are not going to have to go out 
on hands and knees to raise money. You 
won't have to make a crusade of each of 
them." 


Williams, justifiably proud of his sta- 


tion's efforts and the results, says: "One 
of my philosophies is that you have to tell 
a general story through a specific case. 
That's what we try to do with editorials. 
But editorials and documentaries aren't 
enough. 


"THE REAL PAYOFF is getting some- 


thing done down in Springfield. That's 
what we're here for. That's why Charlie 
(Cleveland) goes down there every week. 
You just can't put something on the air — 
you have to go that one step further." 


Some six editorials and countless Spring- 


field trips later, House Bill 2187 is about to 
be written into the lawbooks of Illinois. 


And a family like the Stegers will be 


spared the anxiety of a staggering finan- 
cial burden. And the kind of men who 
worked to form the foundation will not 
have to "go out on hands and knees" to 
raise an impossible amount of money.

State legislation authorizing DuPage 


County to establish a mental health pro- 
gram under the county health department 
was signed into law Wednesday morning 
by Gov. Richard Ogilvie and will become 
effective Tuesday. 


Senate BUI 38, introduced by Sen. Jack 


T Knuepfer, R-Elmhurst, last January, al- 
lots counties between 300,000 and 1,000,000 
population to levy a tax of $5 per $10,000 
assessed evaluation for mental health pur- 
poses. Another $5 could be levied but only 
with approval by a general referendum 
vote. 


The maximum $5 levy could bring an 


estimated $1 million in mental health mon- 
ey which could only be used for such pur- 
poses, according to the legislation. Less 
than $5 could be levied depending on need. 


THE BILL ALSO spells out that the Du- 


Page County Board of Supervisors will 
have the power of approval of the county 
health departments budget. The Tubercu- 
losis Board 
wouldn't 
be under such 


control. 


The bill allows the creation of a nine- 


man advisory board of mental health 
which will be appointed by the county 
board. The board already has several such 
advisory boards in other areas. The pre- 
sent governing board of health has eight 
members. 
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Control of the Tuberculosis Board was 


deleted from the legislation. A former 
court fight between the TB board and the 
county board determined the county board 
didn't have control over the TB BUDGET. 
The state followed the same philosophy. 


HEALTH ADMINISTRATOR Jack Kelly 


couldn't be reached for comment Thurs- 
day. His secretary said he would be out 
until Monday. 


Once in effect, the bill allows 5 per cent 


of the county registered voters to petition 
to have the inclusion of a mental health 
program submitted to referendum. 


It provides for appointment of at least 


one member on the health board to be pro- 
fessionally engaged in mental health and 
be licensed to practice medicine in Illinois. 


"It is a permissive bill," Knuepfer said, 


"and now I hope the county board will 
start to take advantage of it. The board 
now has the right to have a levy for the 
program." 


Knuepfer added there is a movement 


among legislators in Springfield to get the 
same type of legislation passed for other 
counties. 


"THIS IS THE first action to unify the 


mental health programs with the general 
county health department," he said, "and 
is a good way to do it." 


In Con-Con Race 


Citing the need to look beyond the sur- 


face, 
William A. Sommerschield 
an- 


nounced his candidacy for delegate to the 
state Constitutional Convention from the 
39th Senatorial District. 


"Delegates are going to have to divorce 


themselves from current state and local 
problems," he said. "It boils down to the 
fact that we are going to have to be creat- 
ive in the solving of our problems. We 
have to look at the convention and the re- 
making of our constitution in a way that 
will help us solve the problems of 2069 as 
well as 1969." 


Sommerschield, who recently joined the 


staff of Leo Burnett & Co., lists his politi- 
cal background and thorough knowledge of 
the workings of state government as his 
major assets in the forthcoming cam- 
paign. 


In 1965 Sommerschield headed the state 


budget staff of Sen. W. Russell Arrington, 
president pro tern of the Illinois State Sen- 
ate. 


He was an administrative aide to Rep. 


Ralph T. Smith, speaker of the Illinois 
House of Representatives in 1966-67. He 
then served as executive administrative 
assistant to John H. Altorfer, Republican 


candidate for governor in the 1968 primary 
election. 


Following the primary Sommerschield 


served as field secretary for the statewide 
Constitutional Convention Committee. 


In announcing his candidacy, he said, 


"the encroachment of the federal govern- 
ment into the traditional domain of state 
and local governments is due largely to 
our outmoded state constitutions; which 
contain neither the flexibility nor the po- 
tentiality to enable state government to 
meet the problems of the 20th century." 


Sommerschield listed his reasons for en- 


tering the contest as a desire to "provide 
the tools which will allow truly responsible 
and effective administrations at levels 
closest to the people. 


"Only in this manner," he continued, 


"can the trends towards passive, imper- 
sonal federalism be reversed." 


Asked why he had left politics, went into 


business and now would like to return to 
political activity, Sommerschield said "I 
left because I felt I was getting too deeply 
involved in partisan politics. 


"By going into business I established 


myself as more or less an independent. I 
now can go back to politics with this inde- 
pendent frame of thinking."

Drury and Addison 
village officials spoke of the merits of such 
a proposed venture, prompted by concern 
of the Illinois Sanitary Water Board, that 
the two communities were constructing 
separate plants in close proximity to each 
other. 


The state has informed both villages 


that it does not recommend ''proliferation 


of sanitary plants" because it feels such 
operations do not minimize water pollu- 
tion.

the state cannot deny Wood Dale's appli- 
cation for a permit to construct its south

A pilot program to crush and shred the 


metal for use as scrap metal m steel mills 
is getting underway by the DuPage Coun- 
ty Board of Supervisors. 


C. L James, supervisor from Downers 


Grove Township, said Tuesday he was ar- 
ranging for a holding area in the Black- 
well Forest Preserve where cars could be 
stored until turned to usable scrap. 


The county board through its zoning 


committee headed by James has met with 
junk car dealers, auto crushing equipment 
manufacturers and land owners for nearly 
one year to get the project off the ground. 


REPORTS OF THE committee show 


there are more than 1500 abandoned junk 
cars in the county The number increases 
daily. 


Local police and other authorities are at 


a loss to rid themselves of the cars be- 
cause local junk yards are filled to the 
brim. A charge is sometimes made to take 
the car instead of former payment by 
dealers. 


Early plans would be to take the cars to 


the holding area where special equipment 
would crush and shred the metal frames. 
Seats, tires and gas tanks would be re- 
moved first. The metal would be hauled to 


Chicago and other steel mills for remelt- 
ing and use as an alloy 


The estimated cost per car is slightly 


under $20, according to James.

Addison Trail high schools are put to use 
throughout the summer for students of 
Dist 88 ami other public and parochial 
schools, as well as for the adults of the 
Community. In addition to the traditional 
summer school, Dist. 88 facilities are 
being used for adult education, devel- 
opmental reading, driver education, com- 
puterized counseling and a vocational in- 
vestigation course. 


Approximately one-third of the district's 


students and incoming freshmen are tak- 
ing summer school courses to gain credits 
for courses failed or for those that could 
not be fitted into the regular schedule. 


Incoming freshmen are taking summer 


school courses to gain credits for courses 
failed or for those that could not be fitted 
into the regular schedule. 


Incoming freshmen and some soph- 


omores who are deficient in reading skills 
are enrolled in a summer developmental 
reading program at Addison Trail. The 
tuition-free program, in its second sum- 
mer, is financed by federal aid. 


The program is designed for those stu- 


dents who have failed because of a read- 
ing deficiency, for those who test below 
accepted levels of reading and com- 
prehension and for those for whom Eng- 
lish is a second language. 


NINETY-FIVE students are enrolled in 


the program this summer, compared with 
an enrollment of 86 last year. 


Dist. 88 is offering summer classes in 


behind-the-wheel and classroom driver 
education. The behind-the-wheel practice 
is an extension of the classroom instruc- 
tion Dist. 88 students receive during the 
regular school year. The classroom phase 
in the summer session is for those who 
failed the course during the regular term, 
for transfer students and for private and 


parochial school students. 


York and Willowbrook each have more 


than 700 students enrolled in the behind- 
the-wheel phase and about 80 each in the 
classroom phase. Addison Trail has more 
than 400 in the driving practice and 40 in 
the classroom phase. 


Instruction in band ana orchestra for in- 


coming freshmen and sophomores is of- 
fered in the three schools. In addition to 
the individual classes, a joint rehearsal is 
held once a week. 


Approximately 200 adults in the commu-

Strong and opposing reaction WM tamed 


this wetk by the Rev. Fred H. Conger, 
pester of the Rosalie Metbodlat Church, to 
• "Black Manifesto" Issued by militant 
James Format! at the April 26 In- 
terreliglou* Foundation for Community 
Organisation conference. 


The manifesto calls for churches and 


synagogues to give 1500 million to the Na- 
tional Black Economic Development Con- 
ference M "reparations to black people in 
this country." 


Commenting on the manifesto. Reverend 


Conger said in a newsletter, "A careful 
reading of Forman's manifesto will in- 
dicate it is a black racist document that 
calls for the violent overthrow of the U.S. 
Government, to be replaced by a Mock 
dictatorship dedicated to communistic 
principles " 


He added, "The federal government 


should take Immediate legal action against 
this sedition." 


While there was no mention of revolu- 


tion directed at the overthrow of the feder- 
al government in the manifesto itself, For- 


man on April 26 said in preceding re- 
mark*: "We live inside the ... moat bar- 
bark country In the world and we have a 
chance to help bring this government 


". . . WHILE WE talk of revolution 


which will be an armed confrontation and 
long years of sustained guerilla warfare 
Inside this country, we must also talk of 
the type of world we want to live in. 


"We must commit ourselves to a society 


where the total means of production are 
taken from the rich people and placed in 
the hands of the state for the welfare of all 
the people. 


"Our fight is against racism, capitalism, 


and imperialism and we are dedicated to 
building a socialist society inside the 
United States where the total means of 
production and distribution are in the 
hands of the State, and that must be led 
by black people, by revolutionary blacks 
who are concerned with the total humanity 
of this world." 


Reverend Conger reacted by saying, "I 


reject in total thia inflammatory manifesto

The Justification of Forman's demands 


was that there has bean 350 years of sub- 
jugation of the Negro race by whites. 


"The Black Manifesto does state one 


truth when it declares that the Negro has 
been exploited, and is being exploited in 
America," Reverend Conger continued. 


"IT IS TIME that we fully recognize the 


crisis which exists in Urban America to- 
day and set about to renew our cities. 


"We must be willing to spend between 


ISO billion and $100 billion a year on this 
project of renewal and commit our best 
intellectual and scientific leadership to the 
task of finding a solution to the crisis 
which confronts us. 


"Russia has tricked, us into using our 


financial resources on a futile war in Asia 
while the real threat of our destruction has 
increased at home," the pastor added. 


"Time is running out. Unless we face 


our internal problems at once and dedi- 
cate ourselves to the elimination of racism 
and injustice in education, employment 
and housing, our great nation will be 
wrecked. 


"We have the money, the knowledge and 


the skill to create a new society which is 
more In harmony with our American 
ideals. 


"We lack only the determination," he 


said. 


"If James Forman and the Black Mani- 


festo give us this determination and the 
will to create a new earth then it wffl 
prove that God can use all tilings to ac- 
complish his purposes." 


REVEREND CONGER'S response to the 


demand for $600 million was considerably 
stronger than that of the Northern Illinois 
Conference of the Methodist Church. 


"Our response is that practically and 


ideologically we cannot yield to the politi- 
cal and economic pressure expressed in 
the Manifesto, even though we recognize 
the just claims of Mr. Forman and his 
group. 


"While we do not reject Mr. Forman as 


a man and as a brother, we do not intend 
to contribute financially to the National 
Black Economic Development Conference, 
but we are committed to dealing with the 
human needs of the Black community," 
the group said in a statement. 


Reverend Conger, in an apparent refer- 


ence to the seizure of s Chicago Methodist 
church by the Young Lords recently, said, 
"Anyone of any race is welcome to attend 
our church services, but anyone who at- 
tempts to disrupt them or to seize our 
building will be immediately arrested by 
the police."

Addison Township has six new voting 


precincts and Bloomingdale Township gets 
five more following the recent re-dis- 
tricting by the DuPage County Board of 
Supervisors. 


The new total for Addison Township is 


SO. Bloomingdale Township was raised to 
33 precincts. 


The most noticeable effect is the raise in 


elections costs. The estimated $185 per 
precinct cost ups Bloomingdale $925 to 
about $6,105 per election. Addison jumps 
$1,100 to about $9,250. 


"Addison Township never objeected to 


any of the election committee decisions," 
Fred Koebbeman, Addison Township su- 
pervisor said, "and we didn't now. The ad- 
ditionol precincts were needed in town- 
ships to keep the number of voters in each 
under control." 


The goal is usually under 600 registered 


voters per precinct depending on the ex- 
pected growth of an area. Some precincts 
have grown as much as 1,400 In two years. 


"The move makes it easier on election 


judges who do the counting," Elbert 
Droegemueller, Addison Township assist- 
ant supervisor, said. "It also speeds coun- 
ting since we use paper ballots in this 
county." 


Polling places in each precinct will be 


located before the next election this fall. 
The election will be the primary for state 
constitutional convention delegates. 


The elections committee is also studying 


types and cost of voting machines for the 
county in case pending state legislation 
makes it mandatory. The estimated cost 
of voting machines varies from $1% to 
$4Vi million.

the statement of policy concerning village 
employes. 


Also exempted from repeal are provi- 


sions directed to salaries, special assess- 
ment ordinances, establishing and vacat- 
ing streets, and all special ordinances of 
the new code, Matthews said. 


New provisions under the proposed code 


of ordinances are concerned with regu- 
lations on municipal finances, abatement 
of Dutch Elm disease, use of public build- 
ings and use of amplifiers on the streets. 


Although with passage of the new code, 


it becomes effective immediately, Mat- 
thews reported, penalties cannot be en- 
forced until 10 days after publication. 


However, Matthews has informed the 


council that if copies of the code are avail- 
able when it is adopted, "then such copies 
can be made available to the public at 
once, and the 10 days would commence on 
the date of that passage. In the mean- 
while, the old penalties in the present ordi- 
nances would apply." 


Price of the printed code has not been 


announced as yet by the council

Park Made Town Famous

Most people first hear of Elk Grove Vil- 


lage because of its large industrial park 
offering all kinds of attractions to industri- 
alists. 


I was no exception. 
Several years ago Elk Grove Village 


was to me just a place next to the airport. 


MY FIRST ENCOUNTER with the town 


was through the industrial park. 
I needed 


to have a camera repaired, and Elk Grove 
was the location of the manufacturer's 
service center. 


It was a long haul from the west side of 


Chicago to the Northwest suburbs via the 
Northwest Tollway. When I finally ar- 
rived, there wasn't much of a problem 
finding Lunt Avenue and Elmhurst Road, 
then a two-lane highway leading to Centex 
Industrial Park. 


I wasn't too familiar with what exactly

I couldn't help but 
notice the jets roaring overhead as they 
approached O'Hare Airport. 


That was only a brief encounter with one 


facet of Elk Grove Village. I thought it 
was only one large industrial park, never 
realizing that there was more to it. 


SEVERAL YEARS LATER I found out 


that Elk Grove Village is known the world 
over because of this industrial park. It 
was and is the attraction which put the 
village on the map. 


It's the drawing card which brings 


people to the suburbs to work. It has been 
estimated that there are more than 15,000 
people employed in the industrial park. By 
1980 this will probably reach 50,000. 


That's a lot of people to be moving in 


and out of one community every day of 
the week. It's like Yankee Stadium filled 
with people at a double header in the days 
of Mantle, Maris and Bera. 


CONGESTION IS ONLY A sidelight is- 


sue of the industrial park. For while the

village is famous for its industrial park 
there is also another side. 


It is the people who live on what I call 


the west side, those who chose to make 
this industrial village their home. 


The homeowners have a good start too. 


They started from scratch, building new 
homes in cornfields with new streets to 
add. They've done a pretty good job in a 
short amount of time. 


In 1960, Elk Grove Village had a popu-

lation of 6,608. Four years later the popu- 
lation doubled. In 1967 the population was 
16,905. In 1969 the population is closer to 
20,000, not bad for a village which was 
incorporated in 1956. 


Projections currently show the popu- 


lation increasing to 60,000 and probably 
more by 1980. 


"WHERE WILL they live?" 
Centex is constructing more than 1,400 


dwellings in a planned unit development 
north of Biesterfield Road. About 1,100 
acres yet remains to be developed residen- 
tially west of Illinois 53. 


When these subdivisions are finished, 


Elk Grove Village will be the model com- 
munity with industry on one side and 
homes on the other. There will be easy 
access from highways and plenty of space 
for people to live. 


The only factor which may hinder that 


day when Elk Grove becomes the ideal 
community is if the rapid expansion going 
on now is not controlled. 


This is the day-to-day challenge facing 


the village, to control the growth of the 
village before it controls them.

This communication is a response par- 


tially to the adult who attacked the Doors 
and Larry Mlynczak in the June 23 Her- 
ald, and partially to your articles con- 
cerning "The Kids You Never Know." As 
an individual who has just graduated from 
a Dist. 214 high school and as an individ- 
ual whose favorite musical group is the. 
Doors, I feel qualified to comment on both 
issues. 


To the person that seemed disgusted by 


the "vulgarity" of the Doors, there is little 
one can saye xcept that vulgarity or ob- 
scenity is in the mind. I, as well as a num- 
ber of other kids, find the Vietnam war, 
the closed minds of many suburban 
people, and the oppression of blacks and 
other minorities including young people 
vulgar, obscene and intolerable. Sex is not 
found just in rock music — one need only 
look at our commercials to find how sex is 
used in our society. And I wonder how the 
adult who wrote the letter can make such 
a snap judgment on the Doors and Larry 
Mlynczak without listening to the Doors' 
music or at least reading the book Mr. 
Mlynczak reviewed. It seems to me that 
the adult was more annoyed at Mr. Mlync- 
zak for taking a position unpopular to him 
than at the quality of the review itself. 


THE ARTICLES on "The Kids You Nev- 


er Know" seemed all too familiar. As one 
of the kids the older generation loves to 
stereotype as "alienated," high school was 
much like a prison. Consider what a stu- 
dent can run into in one day in a Dist. 214 
high school: hall passes, ID's, admits, 
bells, detentions, intimidation by teachers 
and "police counselors" (including search- 
ing of school files that kids believe are 
secret by the police), regulations con- 
cerning dress, gum chewing, smoking, 
parking, entering and leaving the building, 
etc. 


Student council, as was noted, is little 


more than a toy government — students 
have no actual power, no meaningful par- 
ticipation in planning an activity that con- 
sumes most of their time three quarters of 
the year, four years in a row. Students at 
Prospect High School this year were 
forced to obey all orders of teachers and 
administrators, or they could be found 
guilty of "insubordination" and expelled 


from school. Students at Wheeling and 
Prospect were deprived of hearing speak- 
ers from the SDS because the adminis- 
tration felt that it would be dangerous. No- 
where hi the district is a student allowed 
to directly leaflet political or other printed 
opinion, although this right is protected 
under the First Amendment. Textbooks, 
especially those of the social science de- 
partment, are often hopelessly biased, out- 
of-date, and filled with inaccuracies. Up- 
perclass young people are channeled into 
college tracks while working-class kids are 
advised to attend training school in prepa- 
ration for manual labor careers. 


School newspapers are trite, filled with 


irrelevancies such as editorials on school 
spirit, and almost invariably pro-adminis- 
tration and pro-status quo. 


HIGH SCHOOL students are being 


treated as children. We aren't asked to 
think: instead we memorize, regurgitating 
facts and numbers back at the teacher to 
get our precious "A's." We only work as 
hard as necessary to get the grade we 
want. Drug users at the high schools are 
persecuted. Marijuana laws have made 
felons of half the high school students in 
Arlington Heights, and probably else- 
where; the laws are the single biggest con- 
tributor to the disrespect kids have to all 
laws in this society. "Police counselors" 
in some of the high schools are only out to 
bust the kids, not help them. There seems 
to be no sympathy for the problems of 
kids. 


Suburban parents have abandoned their 


kids to a dull and hollow life. There is 
virtually nothing for kids to do around 
here. The Crystal Ship, a Mount Prospect 
coffeehouse for kids, was closed because 
of police, public, and governmental ha- 
rassment. The Cellar is very poor and ap- 
peals to a limited audience anyway. And 
there is only a certain number of times 
one can drive through McDonald's. Kids 
turn to drink and dope from sheer bore- 
dom, or while looking for meaning to life 
out here in plastic suburbia. The situation 
for kids is pretty bad here — I hope adults 
wake up before they lose their children 
entirely.

BULK OF THE TEUTSCHES' pre-Co- 
lumbian art collection is in this den 
which also boasts a gun collection, a 


mounted

wrought iron chandelier. The room also 
doubles as a guest room. 


Black, wrought iron lamp posts with am- 


ber globes line the winding, ascending 
driveway leading to the Carl Teutsch 
home in Inverness. Sprawling in a natural, 
wooded setting, the basically H-shaped 
house of contemporary design hugs a knoll 
overlooking neighboring homes and tennis 
courts. 


"The house was designed to use, not de- 


stroy, the natural landscape," explained 
pert, diminutive Norma Teutsch as she 
pointed out the giant oaks surrounding her 
contemporary home. The home is con- 
structed of common brick with aged wood 
and dark-beamed overhangs. The bricks, 
in colors softened and mellowed with age, 
were salvaged from a 100-year-old Chicago 
brownstone. 


To insure family privacy, Carl Teutsch, 


a commercial architect who designs and 
builds shopping centers, churches, facto- 
ries and office buildings, designed his own 
home without street windows. From oppo- 
site side wings, floor-to-ceiling windows 
face a curved, flagstone walk which leads 
to stately double entrance doors. 


THE DOORS, MADE in Mexico, are 


constructed of handcarved panels of dark 
wood fashioned with a permanent finish. 
"The grain was burned in and the wood 
sealed for a life time," said the lady of the 
house. 


Flanking 
the 
handsome doors 
are 


enormous wrought iron light fixtures fitted 
with amber globes handblown in Mexico. 
The decorative lanterns are an artful in- 
troduction to the interior Mediterranean 
decor. 


Interior decorating is Mrs. Teutsch's 


''labor of love," her contribution to the 
couple's joint effort to create the atmos- 
phere desired in their now two-year-old 
home. Unlike Topsy, "who just grew," the 
Teutsch residence was planned carefully 
in detail from the beginning. "We never 
deviated from our original plans," af- 
firmed Norma. 


AVID COLLECTORS of very old art ob- 


jects and oil paintings, the Teutsches dis- 
play their "finds" throughout their home. 


The entrance hall or "gallery" as Mrs. 
Teutsch calls it, is the center of the 
H-shaped home. Art treasures and oil 
paintings complement this long, narrow

area which also has one wall of floor-to- 
ceiling windows with gold draperies. 


She called special attention to "Santos," 


a sculpture from Ecuador with unusual 
glass eyes. "About 16th century," thought 
Norma. And of a religious art work hand- 
carved in high relief of light wood, Norma 
remarked, "Ancient and very much a fa- 
vorite of mine." 


THE FLOORS IN the gallery and entire 


south wing, the area planned for parents 
and guests, are fashioned of hand-kilned 
stoneware and are almost maintenance 
free. "Other than dusting, these floors re- 
quire only two clear water moppings a 
year," guaranteed the Inverness home- 
maker. Easy maintenance and comfort 
were foremost in the planning of the opu- 
lent, old world atmosphere, insisted Nor- 
ma, who does most of the household tasks. 


A massive, ornate, wrought iron fixture, 


one of several discovered and used by 
Mrs. Teutsch in furnishing her home, is 
suspended from the gallery ceiling and 
blends with nearby candelabra. 


Prince Don Baltisar, in life sized colored 


splendor, might dominate a less impres- 
sive room than the Teutsches' living room. 
Because of the cathedral, beamed ceiling, 
a wall of natural brick and two walls of 
floor-to-ceiling patio doors, the room ap- 
pears larger than its 22 by 28 feet. 


White, hand-palmed stucco surrounds 


the fireplace over which hangs the portrait 
of the Spanish nobleman. 


TO IMPART AIRINESS and balance 


the predominately Mediterranean furnish- 
ings, Mrs. Teutsch chose off-white, heavily 
fringed Morrocan area rugs and off-white 
draperies for the living room. Twin 
couches are in black and white tapestry. 
The dark wood ceiling beams, taken from 


an old Chicago bridge, were hand-finished, 
and the fabrics, with their hand-loomed 
appearance, were chosen for authenticity. 


Piece de resistance of all family art 


treasures are hand-carved stone figures 
dating from pre-Columbian times (500 B.C 
to 1000 A.D.). These representations of 
nearly all Indian tribes, are displayed on a 
hanging shelf in the living room and are 
combined with small oil paintings in colors 
muted by antiquity. 


Other art accessories include an over- 


sized, wrought iron birdcage filled with or- 
ange and red candles of varying sizes, and 
an off-beat, contemporary metal sculpture 
done by an Ecuadorian artist. A con- 
quistador on horseback, the sculpture was 
not one of Norma's favorites at first. Now 
she confesses, "It's grown on me!" 


O N E CORNER OF this elegantly 


planned room is generously banked with 
luxuriant green plants. 


Doors leading into the adjoining den 


were also handcarved in Mexico as were 
13 other doors throughout the house. A 
lush, alpaca rug, booklmed wall and biick 
fireplace lend intimacy to this smaller 
room. Here again are dark-beamed ceil- 
ings, patio doors and a natural brick wall, 
a room design used throughout the entire 
south wing 


Accessible to the den is a full bathroom, 


complete with sunken tub, and cut glass 
fixtures and hardware imported 
from 


Spain. 


The master bedroom, to the front of the 


south wing, is furnished in gold, orange 
and green with heavily-carved furniture 
from Mexico. Patio doors from the adjoin- 
ing dressing room lead to a patio that runs 


the entire length of the wing. 


FOR THIS ROOM Mrs. Teutsch chose 


off-white draperies and bedspread, a pair 
of orange velveteen chairs and a low shag 
rug in pale green. Colorful, patterned wall- 
paper in the entry way to the bedroom is 
vinyl. 


In the north wing, all but the formal din- 


ing room is devoted to family living. "We 
wanted the dining room convenient to the 
kitchen and well away from the living 
room," explained the hostess, who enjoys 
entertaining as many as 130 guests for 
holiday parties. "I love to cook and enter- 
tain," commented Norma, who also sews 
most of her own clothes and some of her 
daughter's. 


THE TEUTSCH children, Scott, 15, who 


attends Fremd High School, and Lorii and 
Carl III, who attend Marian Jordan Grade 
School, occupy the three bedrooms and 
share two bathrooms in this area which 
also include^ kitchen, dinette and family 
room. 


Mediterranean decor, used lavishly in 


the dining room, touches into the family 
room and is also carried into the futuristi- 
cally-equipped kitchen. Kitchen equipment 
includes an electric "charcoal" grill and 
an electronic oven that bakes a potato in 
six minutes. 


The eleven-room four-bedroom home 


also has a utility room, basement, double 
garage and two wet bars. 


The attainment of a dream often re- 


quires much hard work. Surveying the re- 
sults of hers and her husband's "labor of 
love," winsome Mrs. Teutsch sighed, "I'm 
a bit tired."

make it easier to clean. On this, place a 
fire base like gravel or a product specifi-

cally designed for the purpose. This per- 
mits the fire to "breathe," giving more 
heat from the coals. 


Now, it's time for the briquets. Place 


them in a pyramid, soak lightly with char- 
coal lighting fluid. Let stand for one mrl- 
ute. Light. 


When the surface of the briquets is cov- 


ered with gray ash, they may be spread 
over the fire base. The temperature is no> 
moderate, ready for cooking.

Especially for the Family

If summer ever comes to the suburbs, 


the gardens will maybe perk up? Right 
now long, cool days and rain, rain, rain 
aren't doing anything for the knee-high-by- 
fourth-of-July bit. Only the insect popu- 
lation is growing voraciously. 


The University of Illinois Cooperative 


Extension Service reports the locusts (also 
known as 17 year locusts, 13 year locusts, 
dogday cicadas and annual cicadas) have 
arrived. Watch your hickory, apple, peach, 
pear trees, and grape vines as the locusts 
emerge from the ground in fantastic num- 
bers (sometimes 20,000 or 40,000 per tree). 
If you'd rather fight than run, the alterna- 
tive is Sevin 50 per cent wettabfe powder. 


More on the bug report from Stan Rach- 


esky, University of Illinois entomologist: 
Scale crawlers of all kinds, euonymus, 
oyster et al are moving out. They will 
form soon a protective covering making 
control difficult. Apply a Malathion spray 
now, repeating twice at two-week intervals 
— two teaspoons of 50-57 per cent Mala- 
thion liquid control per gallon of water. 


THE "DIVE BOMBERS" are practicing 


kamikaze drills. To reduce the number of 
mosquitoes 
in home yards, 
eliminate 


standing water in eave troughs, old tires, 
tin cans, toys, storm sewers. Also apply a 
water-base spray control of one per cent 
Malathion (two ounces of 50-57 per cent 
liquid per gallon of water) to shrubs and 
tall grass. Keep screens in good repair. 
And pray the mosquito abatement truck 
drives down your street before September! 


Your dog or cat is a walking bait station 


for fleas during July bugaboo. Dust your 
pet once a month during the summer with 
five per cent carbaryl (Sevin). 


We don't advocate shooting your plants 


in desperation. But a water pistol is a 
clever way to get moisture between house 
plant stems or into the junction of leaf and 
stem, or underneath the leaves. It's espe- 
cially effective when watering begonias, 
African violets, gloxinias, and other hairy- 
leaved plants whose leaves are verboten to 
water contact. 


GROW TOMATOES on stilts? One local 


gardener talks about it: "I use Rutgers or 
Big Boy, tie onto a drainpipe no longer in 
use with rag strips (green if possible) I 
get fewer bugs and less rot when the to- 
matoes are off the ground. 


The best midriff reducer is pulling 


weeds. But be sure to get out the roots or 
you're wasting your time. 


Sharpen gardening tools like shovels and 


hoes only on the inside lip, not on the 
back as is commonly done; the edge will 
hold better. 


Men, if you use a power mower on the 


lawn, avoid wearing loose, baggy slacks 
(they're not fashionable anyway). It's not 
hard to get into an ancident, as cuffs be- 
come caught in the machine. 


Daily, light sprinkling is a destructive 


practice that hasn't changed in 30 years. 
It's a holdover from the days when neigh- 
bors socialized after dinner on the front 
stoop with hose and cold beer. Wake up 
suburbia and think "lazy." Once a week 
deep watering is the best thing you can do 
for your lawn.

Galleries Offer Art as an Investment 


by MARTHA SHERWOOD 


The portrait of a white whiskered Count 


by Degas and an unassuming brown cray- 
on drawing on yellowing paper done by 
Lautrec are two of the masterpieces at toe 
Peter Darrow Gallery, 1232 Waukegan 
Road, Glenview. 


Wistful nudes recline near pastoral oils. 


Hand-painted birds by John Gould are 
matted behind gray grass cloth and date 
back to 1830. 


Peter Darrow, a waiter cotorist and por- 


trait painter of national renown, opened 
his gallery four years ago with the pur- 
pose of presenting collectors items and in- 
vestment art to his clients and the public. 
His exhibit includes antique art of the 15th 
century, internationally famous master- 
pieces, and contemporary works by local 
artists such as Richard Thompson of Lake 
Geneva and Stan Ekman of Glenview. 


A single abstract piece hangs in the pre- 


sent collection. 


"Modern an is decorative design and 


that's about all," Mr. Darrow comments. 
"We carry no European factory work, ei- 
ther," he explains. (This type of art is 
original but mass produced, several artists 
doing their speciality within one piece.) 


All the works of art are authenticated 


before sale. The history of owners back to 
the painter himself is known without ques- 
tion. 


The art at the Darrow Gallery ranges in 


price from $300.00 to $25,000. Collectors 
may have pieces framed for as little as 
one dollar or as much as $500 from a wide 
selection of moldings. 


Precious pieces, in price or sentiment, 


are restored. Mr. Darrow is now working 
on the restoration of a 17th century reli- 
gious work allegedly done by Italian mas- 


ter Guide Reni. 


Peter Darrow welcomes visitors Monday 


through Saturday, 8 a.m. to 6 p.m. 


A little further north at 271 Waukegan 


Road, Northfleld, stands the Americana 
Gallery 
exhibiting 
fine 
contemporary 


American art with individual rooms de- 
voted to French and Italian art and a low- 
er gallery housing other European works. 


Directress, Paula Ervalino, explains the 


intent of the gallery is "to handle works 
now that will be of greater value later. We 
want to authenticate every piece of work 
we sell." 


Although the gallery presents one-man 


shows four or five times a year, the exhib- 
it usually offers a sampling of many art- 
ists, mediums and techniques. 


Huge paintings by Soojai, a woman of 


Korean background, hang high on the 
walls. Their bold color and vibrant move- 
ment is soothed by fine brush strokes 
reminiscent of Oriental painting. 


There is humor in this modern art, too. 


One b r o n z e sculpture 
by Joanne 


Thompson of Arlington Heights depicts a 
young boy telling a "fish story" to his 
grandfather. 


Chicago's skyline is recreated in a sand 


casting, and the lost art of wood carving is 
revived m a warm-toned piece of birds 
and fruit. 


Much of the work is abstract, but there 


is no fad art of the Pop period. Abstract 
art, although considered a contemporary 
derivation was actually done by Oriental 
painters in 800 A.D. 
1 


The technique is divided into objective 


and non-objective art. Objective is a non- 
realistic handling of an otherwise recog- 
nizable subject Non-objective abstract is 
judged according to color, composition, 


depth and space. 


Those wishing a print of a masterpiece 


may select from a number of unmatted 
pieces on hand or order a speceil work 
from several books. A new process of 
treating prints gives them the quality of 
original oils on canvas. 


The Americana Gallery provides three 


semesters of art classes a year for chil- 
dren and adults in drawing, painting, ce- 
ramioa and sculpture.

House Bill 2187: Story 
Of Tragedy and Progress 


by PHIL KURTH 


Sometimes, just sometimes, something 


good does come of tragedy. 


Besides compassion, besides sympathy, 


besides moving people a little closer to- 
gether perhaps, something tangible, some- 
thing with a measurable good is produced. 


Nine months ago, on Sept. 28 to be ex- 


act, Gary Steger was carried off the foot- 
ball field at Mundelein, three vertebrae in 
his neck fractured. 


AFTER FOUR MONTHS at 
Sherman 


Hospital in Elgin, Gary was moved to the 
Rehabilitation Institute of Chicago where 
he is presently undergoing further therapy 
that will hopefully help him walk again 
some day. 


The emotional impact of the tragedy on 


thi Steger family had to be great. Most of 
us, at one time or another, have knowa 
that kind of sorrow, that kind of heart- 
break Friends and neighbors understood, 
and they did everything possible to make 
things easier.

Lowell and Betty Steg*r, mother and fa- 


ther to a warm, happy harmonious family, 
did what they had to do. Instead of the 
grief-stricken, despondent pose they might 
have assumed, they put on a smile and 
went about the job of convincing Gary that 
he could, and would, get out of a wheel 
chair. 


Sorrow and sympathy leave little room 


for the cold facts of reality, and in those 
first days and weeks after the accident 
most people understandably felt very 
deeply for the Stegers, for the thing they 
were going through. 


AND VERY FEW thought about the tre- 


mendous financial burden that would be 
placed on the family. When human suffer- 
ing is involved, money is generally forgot- 
ten. 


Yet here was a very real, and a very 


serious problem. 


Doctors estimated that medical ex- 


penses for a year could reach $100,000. 
High school insurance might pay $5,000 
worth, familv insurance another $5,000. 
But how can a family raise $90,000 and 
perhaps half or a quarter of that amount 
every year thereafter? 


Obviously, it couldn't. 
LAKE PARK football coach Bob Mon- 


ken knew it. Several fathers in the com- 
munity whose sons were Gary's team- 
mates got together with Monken to see 
what could be done. 


After a lot of meetings, a lot of hours, 


and a lot of discussion, the Steger Founda- 
tion for Athletic Injury and Rehabilitation 
was born. With the help of legal experts 
and public relations experts the foundation 
drew up a charter and set up operation — 
its initial goal to raise money for Gary, its 
long-range dream to encompass perhaps 
the whole state and through continuing 
forms of contribution create a financial 
source of relief for any injured athlete 
whose insurance was inadequate to meet 
medical expenses. 


Along about this time, Bill Berg and 


WIND Radio became acquainted with 
Gary and his plight. 


Berg, afternoon disc jockey on WIND at 


the time (he has since created an evening 
sports-music show), recalls: "A guy ..by 
the name of Snead, said he was a member 
of the fraternal order of police, called 
me and told me about Gary being hospital- 
ized and asked if I could mention it on the 
air and get listeners to drop him a card or 
letter. 


"I DECIDED a little later to drop over 


and see him myself — brought him some 
record albums and just had a nice chat — 
and the station became interested in Gary, 
and the whole thing snowballed from 
there." 


A team of WIND personalities came out 


to Roselle to play the Lake Park faculty in 
a benefit basketball game that drew a full 
house. 


Next, WIND obtained the cast of Gale 


Sayers' leg and auctioned it off on the 
air The winning bid, $3,700, came from the 
Harlem Globetrotters (the money went 
directly to the foundation) which helped 
gain further recognition and stimulate 
more interest in the foundation and its 
cause. 


The Globetrotters, wanting to help, 


staged a benefit game in the Chicago Sta- 
dium with the Washington Generals. 


FOLOWING ALL of this, WIND broad- 


cast an editorial by general manager John 
Williams that told of Gary, of the benefit 
game, of the further needs of the founda- 
tion. It said, in part: 


"All the Chicago media , . . newspapers, 


radio, television . . . have helped by giving 
publicity to the Foundation. The Harlem 
Globetrotters, Chicago Stadium, many oth- 
er1' have helped. 
' "WIND listeners can help by sending 
contributions to the Gary Steger Founda- 
tion. 


"But the problem goes beyond one foun- 


dation's efforts to prevent catastrophes to 
families of boys injured in freak athletic 
accidents. 


"OUR NEXT editorial will touch on this 


issue." 


It was becoming more and more appar- 


ent that the Foundation was not the com- 
plete answer. 


Says Monken, "I have never realized 


nor the community realized the problems 
you have to go through to raise money for 
a good cause. As much as we had great 
dreams for a Foundation, we reai»zed 
that we needed something more than a 
Foundation to protect future athletes." 


Hundreds of hours of work, of planning 


and Joe Schlesselman and all the others 
ken and Bob Daugherty and Bob Brunton 
and Joe Schlesselma and all the others 
on the Foundation committee brought in 
approximately $30,000. It simply wasn't 
enough, and these men couldn't continue 
to dedicate most of their free hours to the 
Foundation. 


WIND'S SECOND 
editorial 
hopefully 


held the answer, or at least began a move- 
ment in the right direction — toward 
Springfield: 


"Gary's State Representative, William 


Redmond, asked the Illinois Legislative 
Council to check laws on athletic injuries. 
Their report indicates that there is no pro- 
vision for catastrophes. 


"Gary's football coach, Bob Monken, 


has this comment: 


'I would like to see the State Association 


either back an umbrella clause . .. catast- 
rophe clause . . . to help all high schools 
or ask for participation in the foundation 
we're establishing.' 


"COACH MONKEN is right. Something 


has to be done. It looks as if Representa- 
tive Redmond is on the right track with 
his inquiry. 


"We'll keep WIND listeners informed if 


a bill results from his efforts. If so, let's 
all get behind it. The next crippling injury 
could happen to your high schooler." 


Monken recounts how the idea for state 


legislation came to being: 


"Charles Cleveland (ex-political editor 


of the Chicago Daily News and now edito- 
ria1 director of WIND) was the primary 
force behind the whole thing. 


"WHEN WE WERE first working up an 


editorial on how this kind of thing could be 
avoided, he asked if I thought a state 
amendment to the school code on state law 
would help the situation, I responded that 
possibly it would. 


"He pretty much followed it up from 


there. He and Steve Corman (WIND pub- 
licity director) contacted Redmond and set 
up a luncheon date which included Red- 
mond, myself, Corman, Cleveland, and an 
insurance agent. 


"At that time we discussed the feasibil- 


ity of catastrophe insurance. Redmond 
said he felt a personal involvement be- 
cause Gary was a boy in his district, and 
he agreed with Cleveland that they should 
go ahead and tentatively introduce an 
amendment to the school code which 
would includea catastrophe clause which 
would take care of kids like Gary." 


Says Cleveland: "My role was quite in- 


cidental with it, I think. 


"BEFORE THIS luncheon we had gone 


to the Department of Vocational Rehabili- 
tation (DVR) to see what Gary's part was, 
whether the state ought to support this lad 
and his family. 


"We found to our genuine satisfaction 


that he fit the categories of vocational aid 
programs given to the state. He was tem- 
porarily off assistance because of program 
cuts across the board, but the money 
raised for him by the Foundation carried 
him over this period. 


"So we kind of decided there were two 


possibilities. 


"One, whether other aid ought to be giv- 


en to Gary directly or indirectly, so that 
one ca« didn't deplete their funds. 


"WE THOUGHT that this was not nec- 


essary, that the program 
was well in 


hand, that Gary was covered by the exist- 
ing laws. We felt we could rely on the pre- 
sent function of government to take care 
of the present case of Gary Steger. 


"Our final decision was that Gary Ste- 


ger seemed to be adequately provided for, 
but that something ought to be done about 
the general problem of serious accidents 
to athletes. 


"While there are insurance plans in 


most high schools, it is possible for a lad 
to waive these requirements, 
and this 


might especially happen in a ghetto area. 


"We thought to avoid a future Gary Ste- 


ger tragedy, the best program would be to 
require schools to have an insurance of the 
catastrophe sort to take care of the Gary 
Stegers. So the best thing seemed to be to 
provide for so-called disaster insurance on 
athletes." 


ADDS CORMAN: "At first we thought 


there might be need for two pieces of leg- 
islation, one covering future athletes, one 
covering Gary and then we realized that 
only one piece of legislation was necessary 
— that Gary would be taken care of. 


"DVR says he qualifies for their pro- 


gram because: one, he has shown prog- 
ress in rehabilitation, and two, there is ob- 
vious benefit to him from training. If he 
continues to progress, he'll be eligible for 
benefits 
at the University 
of Illinois 


(where he plans to enroll this fall) under 
their rehabilitation program." 


On April 22, Corman, Cleveland, and 


Monken flew to Springfield to be on hand 
when House Bill 2187, sponsored by Red- 
mond, was introduced. 


The bill, amending Section 22-15 of "The 


School Code" (dealing with insurance on 
athletes) contained the following addition: 
"The school board of any school district 
must provide major medical insurance to 
cover medical and hospital expenses ex- 
ceeding $2,500 for any pupil so injured." 


MONKEN, ADDRESSING 
the 
House 


Education Committee, told the story of 
Gary Steger, of the foundation, and of the 
problems encountered in raising money. 


The committee approved the bill by a 20- 


0 vote, passing it to the House floor. 


It was subsequently passed by an over- 


whelming 145-5 vote in the House and 
progressed to the Senate where it was 
sponsored by Jack Knuepfer of Elmhurst. 


Cleveland remembers, "There was quite 


an interesting reaction to the bill in 
Springfield. Quite a few legislators are ex- 
coaches or teachers, and consequently the 
bill got quite enthusiastic support. These 
people knew the problem existed, and they 
all felt quite strongly that the bill was a 
good one. 


"IN ADDITION, the sponsors of the bill 


made it more convincing. 


"Kneupfer is a Republican. Redmond is 


a Democrat. Kneupfer is a businessman. 
Redmond is a lawyer. They are probably 
two of the best respected members of the 
ger. Kneupfer produced amendments to 
the bill that raised the minimum from 
$2,500 to $5,000 and provided a ceiling of 
$500,000. Cleveland assured the committee 
that he had discussed the costs with insur- 
ance executives who reported that costs 
would be nominal for this type of cov- 
erage. 


legislature. The fact that they handled the 
bill added a great deal of prestige and re- 
spect to it." 


Almost two months later (June ID, 


Cleveland, Corman, and Monken were 
back in Springfield as the bili was in- 
troduced before the Illinois Senate Educa- 
tion Committee. 


This time it wasn't smooth sailing. 
SEVERAL SENATORS objected to the 


bill being too broad and too vague. A rep- 
resentative of the Association of School 
Boards argued that while his group was 
not against the purpose of the bill, they 
were worried about the costs being as- 
tronomical. 


Monken recounted the story of Gary Ste- 


' Ccmmittcs chairman John Gilbert of 
Carbondale stosd steadfast on the side of 
the bill: "I know the need for a bill of this 
tvpe because I had a boy who was injured 
in high school football." 


Assuaged, the committee tentatively 


passed the bill by a 14-0 vote, maintaining 
that a definite and reasonable cost figure 
would have to be provided before the Sen- 
ate would approve the bill. 


LAST SATURDAY, the bill was unani- 


mously approved by the Senate. Now only 
formalities stand in the way of it becom- 
ing law. 


Says Cleveland: "This was one of those 


cracks in the sidewalk in which people 
kept falling — a problem that just exfcted. 


"Now if this kind of an accident occurs 


again, you are not going to have to go out 
on hands and knees to raise money. You 
won't have to make a crusade of each of 
them." 


Williams, justifiably proud of his sta- 


tion's efforts and the results, says: "One 
of my philosophies is that you have to tell 
a general story through a specific case 
That's what we try to do with editorials. 
But editorials and documentaries aren't 
enough. 


"THE REAL PAYOFF is getting some- 


thing done down in Springfield. That's 
what we're here for. That's why Charlie 
(Cleveland) goes down there every week. 
You just can't put something on the air — 
you have to go that one step further." 


Some six editorials and countless Spring- 


field trips later, House Bill 2187 is about to 
be written into the lawbooks of Illinois. 


And a family like the Stegers will be 


spared the anxiety of a staggering finan- 
cial burden. And the kind of men who 
worked to form the foundation will not 
have to "go out on hands and knees" to 
raise an impossible amount of money. 


SOMETIMES, JUST sometimes, some- 


thing good does come of tragedy.

Proper Equipment 


Going boating without the proper equip- 


ment isn't just fooUsh — it's also against 
the law. 


Skokie Valley Power Squadron's com- 


mittee for National Safe Boating Week, 
June 2Muly 5, points out that on Federal 
waters, there should be a life saving de- 
vice for everyone aboard a pleasure craft. 


Craft up to 16 feet operated on Federal 


waters must carry proper lights and a fire 
extinguisher, if of closed construction; 
craft from 16 to 28 feet long must carry in 
addition a band whistle or horn audible for 
at least one-half mile. 


Larger pleasure craft, up to 65 feet long, 


require a hand or power operated whistle 
audible at least one mile, and a bel!. 


Most states have similar equipment re- 


quirements. 


Other items of equipment are not men- 


tioned in the regulations, but common 
sense dictates that you carry them: An- 
chor, line, paddle, first aid kit, flashlight, 
fenders, tool kit, extra can of fuel, com- 
pass and distress flares.

New Wrinkle in Credit Next Week: Truth in Lending' 


WASHINGTON (UII) -Starting Tues- 


day, a lot of people who have been buying 
on credit may be in for a jolt. 


The new "Truth in Lending" law which 


passed Congress last year goes into effect 
then and requires creditors to tell quite a 
bit nore admit he c st of busmr on credit. 


So people who shrugged off the monthly 


Vi per cent charge on revolving credit ac- 
counts may be startled when their bills 
state—as state they must, under the 
law-that by paying a charge of tla per 
cent monthly, they'd been paying an an- 


nual charge of 18 per cent. 


No one is certain that disclosures such 


as this, mandated under the new law, wil 
cause the American public to "charge it" 
less frequently. The guessing is that it will 
not. 


A study in Massachusetts, where a sim- 


ilar law was enacted in 1967, showed that 
most consumers were indifferent about the 
requirements for disclosures. 


"When as required by law, the annual 


rate is brought to their attention," the 
study said, "most consumers express sur- 


prise at the size of the percentage but are 
fully satisfied when they are made to un- 
derstand that they are paying the same 
finance charge as always." 


Spokesmen at the Federal Reserve, 


where the law was drafted, say it probably 
will not cause'any shift in consumer buy- 
ing habits or halt the increasing reliance 
on credit buying. 


But the law can—and may— eliminate a 


lot of misleading advertising. 


More positively, it can also give an alert 


consumer a chance to compare credit 


charges so he can make a wise buy on 
credit and budget his credit charges.

The law covers almost all consumer 


credit. Specifically, it covers all credit of- 
fered on cash loans, goods or services for 
personal use, family use, household use or 
agricultural use, when the total amount 
does not exceed $25,000 or even exceeding 
that on real estate transactions. The only 
exceptions are transactions in which no fi- 
nance charge is involved or when the

The law requires the lendor to present 


all this information in a written statement 
before the transaction is completed. 


Even after a buyer has signed a con- 


tract, he has three days to reconsider and 
to cancel the commitment before it be- 
comes binding. 


So exhaustive is the list that the Ameri- 


can Bankers Association has warned its 
members that omitting one item in the list 
of facts which must be told the borrower 
could make the contract unenforceable 
and allow the home buyer to cancel the 
contract at his will.

watching them in action. Out of desper- 
ation we decided to ask some of the fel- 
lows to dance. No one accepted. 


We asked again, and again we were re- 


fused. The situation looked hopeless, and 
we felt as though we were on the verge of 
blowing this whole part of the assignment. 


But the evening didn't end on a note of 


despair. We met a tall, lanky kid at the 
dance who was friendly and seemed to en- 
joy talking with us. He was a nice kid, 
seemed harmless, and we outnumbered 
him two to one 


He knew of a party in town, and the idea 


sounded good. We'd finally get an opportu- 
nity to see what happens behind the lines. 


We stopped at a liquor store enroute to 


the party to buy a couple of six-packs. 
There are several merchants in the area 
who sell beer and wine to minors, and the 
kids know the merchants who don't de- 
mand identification 


It's not hard for students to buy beer or 


find a friend who will buy it for them. 
There's someone in every crowd who looks 
almost old enough to pass for 21, and he's 
likely got a set of false IDs to back him. 


There's also the guy who buys three or 


four cases of beer and then resells them 
for a small profit to other students. 
There's usually a "beer man" at a party. 


THERE WAS NO doubt in our minds 


that we were somewhere in the near vicin- 
ity of the party. Cars lined both sides of 
the narrow residential street, beer cans 
littered the lawns and pavement and kids 


chased each other through the bushes. 


And high school students wonder how 


the police find out where the parties are. 
All you do is follow the debris and activi- 
ty. 


The kid's parents were out for the eve- 


ning, but the party was fairly quiet and 
the students well-behaved. Students took 
turns standing guard on the front steps. 
Beer cans in hand, they were the sentinels 
assigned to yell "police" when the time 
came. 


Some kids had camped out in the living 


room with their dates and their beer, 
while most of us sat in the kitchen close to 
the refrigerator. 
Everyone sat around 


drinking and smoking and talking. Most 
students were drinking beer, while others 
had pints of bourbon or vodka. Rum 
seemed to be another favorite that night. 
Some kids were drinking cheap wine and I 
wondered if they knew what was in store 
for them the next morning. 


There was a constant stream of kids in 


and out of the house all evening. Some left 
to restock their liquor supplies, while oth- 
ers went to find more kids to add to the 
party. But word travels fast and in a short 
time the numbers had increased. 


KIDS DRANK AT a rapid pace, gulping 


quickly in an effort to get high as soon as 
possible so they would have time to sober 
up before going home. The name of the 
game is to get a good buzz going but not to 
get sloppy drunk. Some kids over-esti- 
mated their capacity. 


Since it was an open-house party, boys 


and girls came stag and they just stood 


around drinking and talking. Kids who had 
come with dates usually found a quiet cor- 
ner of the house in which to be atone. 


I thought for sure the police would pay 


an uninvited house call that night, but they 
didn't. 


About midnight, kids began to drift 


home. The clean-up detail set to work 
emptying ash trays and collecting empty 
beer cans and bottles to leave no evidence 
that there had ever been a party that 
night. Some fellows elected themselves to 
take the empty cans and bottles to the 
nearest vacant lot for disposal. A garbage 
can full of beer cans and cigarette butts 
would be a dead give away. 


Everyone left peacefully and quietly, 


and I was surprised at how good the house 
looked after the evening's entertainment. 
But I had an idea that it would be quite 
some time before fresh air could rid the 
house of the stale smell of beer and ciga- 
rettes. 


The party was successful. There was no 


trouble and the kids accomplished what 
they had set out to do. They drank their 
beer, relaxed and enjoyed the chance to 
all get together. 


BEFORE GOING HOME, they would 


stop for a fast pizza or a hamburger to 
help hide the fact that they had been 
drinking. 


At home, their parents would ask, 


"Where d'ya go?" 


"Out." 
"What did you do?" 
"Nothing."

Nothing made any sense that night. 


There are still many things about it that 
puzzle me. 


The Saturday evening began about 7 


o'clock. I went to my "cousin's" house, 
parked my car in the garage to avoid any 
questions and climbed into his car. 


At this point, all I knew was that we 


were going with 16 other kids to a small 
resort town in Wisconsin. What we would 
do there, who we would meet, were mys- 
teries. Was the big quest booze? Wild 
times? Troublemaking? 


I had spent several summers as a girl in 


this small Wisconsin town and knew its 
limited possibilities for entertainment. 


It took a long time to round up every- 


body. We finally ended up in five cars and 
took off for our destination. 


I was impressed by the welcome I got 


from the kids. They never questioned my 
right to be among them and to share in 
their adventure. Of course they didn't 
know who I really was, but for some rea- 
son, I doubt it would have made much dif- 
ference. 


The trip up was fairly uneventful. All 


five cars stayed close together since only 
two knew the way. The group is close and 
each kid is concerned about the other. 


We finally reached Wisconsin about 9 


p m. Our first stop was a small battered 
cafe where the kids told me the food was 
"tremendous." No sooner had we walked 
in the door than the owner stood up on the 
counter and shouted: 


"All right, you kids. We got a lot of old- 


er people in here who don't want to be 
bothered. So just sit down and don't cause 
any trouble or we'll call the cops." 


We just looked at each other, embar- 


rassed and guilty though we hadn't done 
anything wrong. Granted, we were 18 
strong, but T wondered if the woman would 
have said the same thing if the large 
group of customers had been adults. 


The cafe was such a dump I was reluc- 


tant to try the food. But after my friends' 
strong recommendations, I took a chance. 
What outstanding traits the kids found in 
the greasy hot dogs and French fries is 
beyond me. Perhaps it was some special 
Wisconsin flavoring that escaped my taste 
buds. 


We paid the bill and left. Now the fun 


would begin, and I was anxious to see 


what was coming next. Someone finally 
voiced the big question 


"Hey, what are we gonna do?" Some 


sort of strange telepathy must have gone 
on at that point because no one answered 
the question yet all five cars took off and 
ended up at the same place. A bowling 
alley A small, six-lane bowling alley. 


"There must be more to it," I told my- 


self. "No one drives all this way just to go 
bowling." I don't think I really believed it 
was happening until I actually had that 
bowling ball in my hands. 


The attitudes of the bowling alley 


proprietor and the cafe owner were sharp- 
ly contrasting. While one had threatened 
to call the cops at the very sight of us, the 
other welcomed us, provided us with the 
necessary equipment and left us alone. 


Although some of the kids were consid- 


ered troublemakers in school, we left that 
bowling alley just as we had found It ex- 
cept, perhaps, a little richer. 


By this time, it was pretty late. Most of 


the girls had to be home by midnight, so 
everyone piled into cars. 


I was still waiting for something more to 


happen. Did we really travel all that way 
just to bowl? It makes more sense in the 
light of what I learned later: Most Chicago 
area bowling alleys reserve Saturday 
night for leagues. 


We were ready to take off when we dis- 


covered someone was missing. One of the 
couples had fought and the guy just dis- 
appeared. The boys decided that four cars 
would go on home while one stayed behind 
to search. 


The trip back was unreal. I decided to 


leave the security of my "cousin" and 
travel with another group. In some ways, 
I'm very glad I did, although it could 
have cost me my life. 


The driver of the car I was in and one of 


the other drivers decided to box in a wom- 
an driver behind us. They traveled side by 
side at 20 miles an hour in a 55-mile speed 
zone. The poor woman behind us was be- 
coming more frustrated with every mite 
as traffic piled up behind her. 


In the meantime, I was praying for the 


appearance of a police car but one never 
did materialize. 


At one point, I thought they were going 


to let her pass. Evidently, so did she. She 
sped up and just then the other car pulled 
back into her lane, cutting her off very 


effectively. Thank God she had good 
brakes or the stupid trick could have end- 
ed in tragedy. 


In desperation, she turned her blights on 


and rode the tail of the other car very 
closely. There was nothing else she could 
do except hope her lights would be annoy- 
ing enough so the car would pull over. 


The drivers in front were annoyed all 


right. Both of them were furious that she 
was being so rotten about the whole thing. 
At the first stoplight, the driver of my car 
slammed it into park, jumped out and 
shouted back to the woman driver. 


"Lady, if you'll turn your .... brights 


off and quit being so .... maybe we'll let 
your. .. car pass." 


At this point I was almost on the floor of 


the car. I was disappointed and miserable 
that my kids had let me down. What had 
been a harmless and amusing adventure 
had turned into a nightmare. 


At no other point in my six days as a 


student did I want to spill the truth as 
much as then. I was so hurt I wanted to 
scream: 


"You stupid kids! I'm a reporter and I 


have to write this. Damn you for letting 
me down!" But I couldn't. 


In retrospect, I guess it's a good thing 


that I did experience it or my approach 
may have been one of total idealism. 


Much to my relief, the highway game 


finally ended. Ironically, it was not fear 
for their lives that made the drivers quit 
but fear of the girls' fathers if curfew was 
violated. 


Perhaps now it is clear why that night 


was so strange for me. It had been such a 
series of highs and lows, of quick transi- 
tions on my part from feeling like one of 
the high school crowd to feeling like an 
adult on the opposes pole. 


And through it all, the predominant 


question in my mind, which should have 
been "Who are they?" was turned to 
"Who Am I?" Are they really different 
than my friends were as teenagers or have 
I lost something vital that would have 
allowed me to understand their actions 
four years ago? If anything, that night 
raised more questions than it answered. 


All I can say for sure is that if the 


anonymous woman who was boxed in that 
Saturday behind two carloads of crazy 
kids is reading this, I apologize. Believe 
me, it wasn't my idea of fun either.

Strong demand and high occupancy lev- 


els will dominate the market for apart- 
ments (or the remainder of the year des- 
pite the increasing production which thus 
far lias exceeded the volume of 1968, Lloyd 
D Hanford, Jr , CPM, San Francisco, pre- 
dicted recently. 


HanCord. president of the Institute of 


Real Kstnte Management in reporting on 
the spring real estate market survey by 
the Research Department of the National 
Assn of Real Estate Boards added that 
this demand will be "accompanied in 
sonic areas by the return of the lengthy 
waiting list and extended lapse of time be- 
tween application 
and availability" of 


rental units 


"Tenants, like home buyers, are quality 


coliseums and have the financial ability 
necessary to pay the higher rent associ- 
ated with the modern apartment building 
or residential complex. 


"The market is further strengthened by 


the shortage of sales housing and the post- 
ponement of home purchase that has re- 
sulted for many families, particularly the 
v ininu 


"The rise m occupancy levels for deluxe 


structures is particularly telling. Cur- 
rently, a vacancy rate of two per cent or 
less is reported for two-thirds of the coun- 
tr> 
The rate is three-five per cent in 


about a quarter and exceeds this level in 
only a tenth of the areas: vacancy rates 
are approximately the same for the mod- 
erate-priced elevator building." 


For garden apartments, the demand is 


quite strong, and almost three-quarters of 
the nation shows a two per cent or less 
vacancy rate. He noted that there is wide- 
spread scarcity of single-family structures 
for rent, with over nine out of 10 areas 
showing a vacancy rate of two per cent or 
less 


Availability of walk-up buildings has 


changed little from 1968. with nearly half 
of the country showing a vacancy rate of 2 
per cent or less, while a 3-5 per cent rate 
is reported in a third of the nation. 


Older apartment structures that have 


been fully modernized are competing fa- 
vorably with the newer construction in 
most areas of the country. 


In a discussion of rental trends, the 


IREM president noted that residential 
rents have moved upward over the past 
year, "reflecting higher costs of mainte- 
nance and the pressure of rising taxes. 
Housing demand and near shortage in 
many areas are obviously additional fac- 
tors in the current market."

Many families are turning to finding 


new living quarters. Even if the quarters 
will be rented, there are legal points to 
consider, advises the Illinois State Bar As- 
sociation. 


Before renting an apartment or house a 


prospective tenant should make certain he 
has complete answers to these questions 
since they will be binding on both him and 
the landlord. 


Must a lease be signed? A lease speci- 


fies the conditions of occupying the prem- 
ises, including the amount of rent to be 
paid. Before signing a tease read it care- 
fully. Make certain it contains all of the 
provisions agreed to by the landlord and 
does not contain any "surprise" provi- 
sions. Once signed by both the landlord 
and tenant the lease is legally binding. It 
cannot be broken without penalty except 
for reasons provided in the tease itself or 
in the law. 


A one, two or three-year lease? Unless a 


tenant is likely to be moving out of town in 
the foreseeable future or isn't completely 
satisfied with the apartment, a longer 
lease is preferable in this era of rising 
rents. 


Is the lease written with the landlord in 


mind? Most form leases are. However, a 
prospective tenant can negotiate, before 
the lease is signed, to have included provi- 
sions that are beneficial to him. For in- 
stance, if an apartment comes equipped 
with built-in kitchen appliances, an air 
conditioner or other mechanical equip- 
Appointed to Post 


ment, a'clause providing that manage- 
ment is responsible for maintenance can 
save the tenant money in repadr biHs. For 
elderly tenants, a death clause providing 
for automatic cancellation of the tease 
within a certain number of days after the 
death of the tenant should be considered. 


Is a security deposit required? Usually 


one is. A security deposit normally equals 
one month's rent and is paid when the 
apartment is rented. The terms of the 
lease or the deposit receipt itself, if there 


is no written lease, should clearly state 
when and under what conditions the depos- 
it will be returned and what right the land- 
lord has to keep all or any of the security 
deposit. 


Does the apartment need redecorating? 


If the landlord has agreed to repair some- 
thing or to redecorate the apartment, have 
him put his promises in writing — on the 


lease, or on the receipt for the security 
deposit, if there is no written lease. The 
statement should specify what work is to 
be done, when and by whom it is to be 
done, and that the tenant will get his de- 
posit back and be released from all obliga- 
tions if the landlord fails to live up to his 
agreement. The statement 
should be 


signed and dated.

1,610 compared with last year's 3,164 and 
the number of single family homes 
reached 1,895 while 1968's total for May 
was 2,752," said Bide M. Ransom, presi- 
dent of Bell Federal Savings and Loan As- 
sociation 


Ransom noted that higher interest rates 


and the unrealistic Illinois home mortgage 
interest rate limitations may be respon- 
sible for the sharp drop. 


The first five-month totals for 1969 rep- 


resent 23,337 housing units for which per- 
mits were issued, exceeding the 20,352 re- 
ported for the same period last year by 
15%. 


The number of apartment units for 


which permits were issued in the five- 
month period totaled 15,375, an increase of 
nearly 5,000 more than the 1968 total of 


10,715. 


The number of single family homes, 


however, declined during the same period 
from 9,637 in 1968 to 7,962 this year.

Patience is required because it will take 


a year or longer to restore an acceptable 
price trend, and political courage is 
needed to resist pressures to ease up mon- 
etary and fiscal policies prematurely. 


The United States economy is,set on a 


course that could eventually suppress in- 
flation, according to the report Rates of 


growth in the various monetary measures 
have sbwed sharply, and the federal gov- 
ernment is enjoying a modest surplus 


Slower growth in bask demand is the 


first requirement for containing inflation 
Though the current inflation is not entirely 
due to excessive demand, only a weakened 
demand will make it more difficult to pass 
on higher costs in the form of higher 
prices A number of specific measures of 
activity are showing weakened growth — 
industrial production, housing starts and 


income 


Slow progress in reducing the rate of 


pnce change is predicted, however. Major 
progress in consumer prices, increasing at 
annual rates of more than seven per cent, 
is not expected before 1970.
